WASHINGTON. — More than 
20,000 EM in 85 skill levels in 
24 MOSs will be given pro 
tests for the first time in 
thé Army announced this week.

AF Asks 
‘Deck’ Pay 


WASHINGTON ~— The Army is 
opposing an Air Force propdsal to 
allow aviators to keep a part of 
their flying pay for not flying if 
they are grotinded through no fault 
of their own, it became known this 
week. 

It was Marned that the Air Force 
has sent the plan to the Depart- 
ment of DefenSe, asking that it be 
sent to. Congress durifig the present 
session. 

Under the proposal, an aviator 
would keep a certain percentage of 
his flight pay based on the number 
of years he had been flying. The 
percentage scale would operate up 
to 20 wears. 

This would work in the case of 
eut backs in the number of air- 
planes or when a pilot, for instance, 
might be replaced by a missile. It 
would not apply to aviators who 
are grounded because they did not 
keep physically fit or for some 
disciplinary reason. . 

The Air Force was said to be- 

lieve.that this proposal is justified 
in order to take care of its pilots 
as missiles replace manned planes 
in.the future. 
. The Air Force already has aw 
thority from Congress in a “tider” 
to an appropriation law to allow a 
pilot of 20 years experience to 
keep his extra flight pay if as- 
signed to a desk job without actu- 
ally putting in proficiency flying 
time in the air.

GOOD, BAD WORK CITED 


WASHINGTON. — The Army’s 
attack on “lead time” needed to 
turn. ideas into hardware was 
codified last month.in a regulation 
based on good and bad experiences 
in the R&D field. 

The regulation is one concrete 
result of Lt. Gen. Arthur Trudeau’s 
impatience with the overlong 
period of time that is consumed 
in developing weapons to meet re- 
quirements. 

R&D, which Trudeau heads, has 
figures which show that the “aver- 
age” lead time from idea to readi- 
ness for battlefield use is six years, 
il months in the United States. 
By contrast, Russia needs only five 
years, six months — some 17 


months fewer — on the average.

WASHINGTON.—A general re- 
view of defense readiness was 
scheduled by House and Senate 
Armed Services committees this 
week as the second session of the 
86th Congress got into action. 

As the legislators got down to 
work chances looked good for early 
House consideration of the White 
Charger, or officer personnel man- 
agement bill which cleared the Sen- 
ate last year. There is also a pos- 
sibility of action on measures to 
increase trailer allowances and to 
provide suggestion awards for serv- 
icemen—if Budget Bureau doesn’t 
block the bills. 


Here is the way the legislative 
picture shapes up now: 

The President will deliver his 
budget message to Congress on 18 
January. It gives the details on 
the Administration program that 
was sketched in broad prospective 
in the State of the Union message. 

The Armed Services committees 
which pass on almost all service 
legislation, were to start their work 
with a general review of national 
defense, the so-called posture brief- 
ings.

Movers 
To Meet 


WASHINGTON. — Officials of 
the Department of Defense will 
stage an open meeting at the Pen- 
tagon early next week in an at- 
tempt to turn back protests over 
the new directive giving a freer 
choice to the military in picking 
transfer companies to move house- 
hold goods. 

The department is under great 
pressure from members of Con- 
gress to rescind the order. Con- 
gress in turn has been flooded with 
protests from some small movers 
saying the order would hurt their 
business. 

The small movers, represented by 
a “Mover’s Committee.” meanwhile 
was planning to try to bring hun- 
dreds of moving vans of members 
to Washington to stage a protest 
parade. 

Meanwhile, many members of 
Congress threatened an investiga- 
tion unless DOD rescinds the or- 
der. 

Small movers want to return to 
the old system of rotating ship- 
ments between companies regard- 
less of wishes of members of the 
military. 

The new directive would allow 
military members to veto choice of 
a company assigned to them by a 
transportation officer if they had 
had bad service from a particular 
company in the past.

Retired Pay Sure 
To Be 


By JOHN J. FORD 


Military retired pay will be the central personnel issue for service 
people in the present session of Congress. This will still be true even 
if no action is taken to change military retirement. In fact, temporarily 
at least, a lack of action might be considered a victory for most military 
personnel. 

Because any action that would affect most military personnel 
immediately would be action to limit the retirement benefits in some 
way—most probably by a contributory system. 

But even if there is no action this sesssion military people should 
not make the mistake of thinkirig the issue closed. Some curtailment 
or modification of the military retirement system is a certainty within 
five years. 

Because the issue is so important, in this and ensuing columns 
there will be some discussion of all the factors involved and the possible 
outcome. ' 

Let’s start with the impact of the already retired officers who were 
severed from tradition in June 1958 and for whom President Eisenhower 
wants a raise. 

Lack of action this session would be no victory at all, of course, 
to those retired officers who have worked so hard and so skillfully for 
what they like to call the retired pay equalization bill. 

+ 


ALL MEN are created equal but—as has been said— some men are 


more equal than others. The biil would heap equality on some higher 


ranking retired officers at the rate of over $100 a month but it wouldn’t 
mean much to many officers or enlisted men of lower rank. But if 
brought up for a hearing this session it could provide an opening for a 
general review of the retirement system which would end in a contrib- 
utory system or something worse. 

But while the equalization bill may be the catalyst which starts 
the change, military people should not confuse it with the main action. 
Whether or not the equalization bill passes, a major retirement change 
is still coming sooner or later. 

* ” * 

IT IS ENTIRELY POSSIBLE that the equalization bill will pass 
this year without any other major change. But that doesn’t mean a 
major change isn’t coming next year or the year after. There are, for 
example, good reasons why the legislators may forego a change to a 
contributory system this year: 

First, in the nature of things, any major change, any such great 
departure from tradition, requires lengthy, full-dress hearings at which 
everybody and his brother Harry gets to put in his two-cents’ worth— 
which is as it should be. 


Second, there are a number of knotty problems involved in a 


contributory system which will take careful study to solve. 
In a busy and brief session, heavy with political overtones, the 
lawmakers may not be willing to give the time and study required. 


BUT SOONER OR LATER they will get around to it. 

The chief impact of the retired equalization bill on the future of 
retired pay is not economic but philosophical. 

The bill would add $24-million to retired costs in fiscal 1961 ($10- 
million for February through June of the present fiscal year. The Admin- 
istration says it can absorb this cost without further appropriation, 
although for purpose of judging the cost of your retirement system 
it counts.). The cost would go down slightly each year, running $23.9- 
million in fiscal 1962, $23.5-million in fiscal 1963, and so on. 

These cost figures, of course, do not help the bill’s chances or 
the future of free retirement. But by themselves they are not an 
overwhelming factor. 

WHAT CHIEFLY CONCERNS those who sit up nights worrying 
about the high cost of military retirement is what the general approach 
does to retired cost in the future. It means a return to the traditional 
philosophy of basing retired rates on current active duty: pay. 

The budget planners feel that if future pay increases are always 
going to mean equal increases for those on the retired rolls it will add 
enormously to the growing retired costs. This approach is one of the 
big factors that they feel will force some kind of basic change, such 
as a contributory system, to save money. 

This is the big reason for the change to a percentage raise for 
retired people in 1958. What the budgeteers achieved, or were trying 
to achieve, was the beginning of a new philosophy: that retired people 
would only be given percentage raises based on the cost-of-living 
changes. 

The failure to get this change established will increase the pressure 
to find another means of cutting long range retirement costs. 

This is just one factor and probably not the decisive one. Money 
is the decisive factor. 

You can expect to see a lot of information on military retired 
cost, some of it of a rather startling nature, being discussed and dis- 
closed on Capitol Hill as the session wears on.

otherwise spent on gas, oil, maintenance and even on the purchase of 
planes—then money can be saved in other areas. 

If former jumpers don’t jump, fewer ’chutes will be needed. Fewer 
men will be needed to pack them. Fewer jumpers will be injured, a 
consequent saving on doctors, nurses and ambulances. 

You can apply the same reasoning in other fields. For example, 
if fewer EOD experts work at their jobs, then fewer bombs, shells, and 
mines will have to be disarmed or exploded. But you work it out. 

Yes, indeed, we’re for non-flying pay, non-jump pay, non-diving 
pay, non-submarine pay. Eventually, maybe we can qualify for non- 
writing pay.

Employment in the five agencies 
located on the Arsenal now stands 
at 21,996, including civilian, mili- 
tary, and contractor employees. 
This is an increase of approximate- 
ly 2000 over 1958 year-end strength> 

The agencies include the Head- 
quarters, Army Ordnance Missile 
Command, and its three sub- 
ordinate elements, the Army Ballis- 
tie Missile Agency, the Army 
Rocket and Guided Missile Agency, 
and Redstone Arsenal; and the 
Ordnance Guided Missile School. 

Salaries and wages paid to mili- 
tary and civilian personnel during 
1959 totaled $132,349,000. In 1958 
the total payroll amounted to ap- 
proximately $125-million.

AT FORT CHURCHILL, CANADA 


Soldiers on a Sunday Trip 
Cross the Ice Via Dogsled

FORT CHURCHILL, Canada.—Put yourself in the shoes of an Arctic neophyte—an 
American soldier stationed with the U.S. Army Arctic Test Center at Fort Churchill, 
Manitoba, Canada, on the shores of the Hudson Bay. 


‘The first lesson any arctic troop- 
er learns is to respect the weather. 
And how! Whether you’re banging 
a typewriter in an office or driving 
a big M76 snow vehicle, it behooves 
one and all to know how to keep 
warm. 

And as veteran arctic troopers 
know, keeping warm stems from 
wearing the proper clothing. Arctic 
gear such as parkas, pile caps, 
arctic mittens, thermo boots and 
wind pants, all regulation clothing 
for American troops stationed at 
this isolated dual U.S.-Canadian 
post, are perhaps dimly regarded 
back home in the continental U.S. 

Clothing in the arctic means sur- 
vival. It is no ordinary cold. It is 
the “killer” cold, and deadly it is 
to those who don’t respect it. 


UNDER NO circumstances dur- 
ing the eigh-month long winter are 
personnel permitted to leave the 
immediate post or Churchill area 
without arctic gear. The reason is 
simple: You'll freeze to death. 

Each winter over 2000 persons, 
plus American and Canadian sol- 
diers, are able to see the gigantic 
‘ocean ice that clutches the Arctic 
Sea and surrounds the Hudson Bay 
region. The ice does not begin thaw- 
ing until the last of May. 

Winter temperatures average 
degrees below zero Fahrenheit, 
reaching peaks of past 50 below. 
Then there’s “windchill.” 

Windchill is the second half ‘of 
the one-two-arctic “killer” combin- 
ation. A wind of gale (45-55 mph), 
for example, combined with a 40 
below reading, equals a measured 
windchill. reading. of 
windchill of 2400 is .dangerously 
as well as freezingly cold. Flesh 
freezes in less than a minute, if 
exposed, causing permanent injury. 
All work ceases on post during this 
period until“ such time as the 
weather is considered safe enough 
to return to normal duties. 


The frequencies of a 2400 wind- 
chill is rare but the possibility is 
always there. Even in higher tem- 
peratures, absence of a single item 
of arctic gear can result in damage 
to the skin.

WITH THAT in mind, and tight- 
ly bundled beneath your arctic 
gear, you're all set for a.visit to 
nearby Fort Prince of Wales, 
British military fort which is now 
a 200-year old landmark. Perhaps 
one of the better-known relics in 
Canada, it is one of the least pa- 
tronized because of its severe 
isolation. 


Built by the British as a Hudson 
Bay protectorate, its erection be- 
gan in 1733— which makes Fort 
Prince of Wales some 227 years 
old. The fort was completed in 1771, 
a 48-year, task, then lost to the 
French in less than one-fourth the 
time it took the British to built it, 
11 years later, in 1782. 

A bright*sun greets an adven- 
turous 10 as they prepare to make 
the four-mile trek to the Fort 
Prince of Wales. 

Transportation is a twofold prop- 
osition: M76 or dogsled. For the 
first leg of the journey, all ten 
soldiers tumbled into the back of 
the M76, which is a huge snow 
vehicle, equipped with powerful 
tracks, and designed to travel just 
about anywhere in the snow. 

The first journey ends one mile 
later in the trading and Indian 
community of Churchill (popula- 
tion 2000). There, two dogsleds 
await four of the ten occupants of 
the M76. Meanwhile the M76 
cruises the remaining six on to 
Fort Prince. 


THE M76 ieaves the road and 
plunges into the tundra..The snow 
is three and four feet deep in places 
and snowdrifts are much deeper. 


The vehicle billows up the snow 
and grinds on. An occasional snow- 
drift slows the engine and the pace 
of the plow. Once completely 
stopped, the engine roars violently 
to move once again. 

With the back panel door open, 
fine specks of snow spout gener- 
ously over the edge where the men 
are sitting. Too much snow creates 
wet clothing and that’s dangerous 
in the arctic tundra, so it’s a 
wise idea to close that door des- 
pite the heavy gas fumes. 

Cannons surround the fort, point- 
ing out of space rivets, barrels: 
grooving at an angle, caked full 
of snow. The fort encompasses 
some 180 square yards. Compara- 
tively small for its mission, at least 
a 40-gun emplacement encircles the 
upper story. Some of the 15-foot 
long cannons are still mounted, 
others scattered loose in the snow. 

The huge brick wall, about 40 
feet high, a large part of the 48- 
year construction, has remained in- 
tact with few signs of deterioration. 

The ride back to Churchill via 
dogsled is interesting enough, as 
all of the first four candidates were 
content to stay in the warmth of 
the M76 for the trip back. 

A friendly Indian, aging but still 
proficient with a dog team, settles 
his huskies expertly as two climb 
into his sled. The breezz clutches 
your face like fire as you proceed. 
The chin and nose take the brunt of 
the seeping cold: 

The ice and snow .formations 
resemble an endless white cemetery 
near the bay, where solid sheets of 
ice are implanted upright in the 
snow. Closer to town, we passed an 
outdoor mtiseum. Designs of Venus 
without arms, a crocodile, a 15-foot 
high spining top made by snow- 
drifts, and the schoos of Li'l 
Abner, could be distinguished.

Survival Training Starts 
For ‘Little Bear’ Troops 


FORT LEWIS, Wash.—For some 
2000 soldiers of the 4th Inf. Div., 


the forecast for 1960 is clear and { 


cold—with lots of snow. 

They’re the men of the rein- 
forced 1st BG, 12th Inf., who'll 
spend the first two months of the 
new year training in Alaska. 

The 12th has been tabbed for 
Exercise Little Bear, an arctic 
maneuver that unfolds 10-21 Febru- 
ary in the sub-zero temperatures 
of the Big Delta country northeast 
of Anchorage. 

The battle group began leaving 
from McChord Air Force base for 
Fort Richardson, Alaska, 3 Jan. and 
is expected to return about 28 Feb. 


The Air Force furnished C-124 
Globemasters for the airlift which 
was expected to take about six days. 

Nearly a month of arctic survival 
training at the Army Cold Weather 
and Mountain School at Fort Rich- 
ardson is scheduled for the Fort 
Lewis troops before the exercise 
begins. 

The 12th is beefed up by troops 
from Co. B, 4th Engr. Bn; Btry. B, 
2d How. Bn., Ist Arty; the 5i1st 
Field Hospital and _ supporting 
platoons from the 704th Ordnance 
and 124th Signal Bn. 

* 

PREPARATION FOR the winter 
maneuver began in early Novem- 
ber. A temporary camp was pitched 
on the snowlined slopes of Mt. 
Rainier near Paradise Lodge and 
every Alaska-bound soldier re- 
ceived about a week of ski training 
and lessons in individual cold 
weather protection. 

The 12th has taken along every- 
thing to make them an independent 
fighting unit except vehicles and 
artillery. They’ll pick those up at 
Fort Richardson. 

Special arctic gear including skis, 
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clothing, tents and stoves were is- 
sued, 

Once Exercise Little Bear begins, 
the 12th will be on its own. Their 
opponents during the simulated 
war problem will be a veteran arc- 
tic outfit, the 1st BG, 9th Inf., from 
Ladd Air Force Base near Fair- 
banks. 


THE BIG DELTA terrain will 
test the physical stamina as well 
as equipment of the soldiers. Its 
steep ridges and frozen lakes offer 
a challenge to even the most skill- 
ed skiers. 


The troops could move as much 
as 100-miles and still be within the 
boundaries of the maneuver area. 


The only type of motorized trans- 
portation will be the Army’s spe- 
cially designed “otters” and 
“weasels.” Both are completely mo- 
bile even in deep ice and snow and 
can negotiate gullies and ridges 
without difficulty. 

To add to the realism, no mess 
halls will be set up during the 10 
day maneuver. Soldiers will live on 
C-rations.

study” courses through the Fort 


_Sill program since the Korean War 


has made it necessary to find the 
most efficient means of operation. 

From 6000 in 1952, enrollment 
has rocketed. to its- present 20,000

The research branch prepares the 
annual extension course program 
of instruction or curriculum and 
catalogue. If also insures that ex- 
tension -courses parallel those 
taught in residence. Through liaison 
with resident instruction. depart- 
ments, the research branch deter- 
mines -whether. subcourses should 
be revised op when new ones need 
to be added. 

For course revisions or additions, 
Mr, Todd prepares a subcourse 
packet which includes such infor- 
mation as scope, outline and 
reference. This packet is sent to the 
preparation branch. 


AT THE PREPARATION 
BRANCH one of 14 authors is as- 


signed the project of subcourse 
preparation. All authors, including 


nine Army officers and five civil- 
ians who are retired and reserve 
officers, have field experience in 
artillery 


The authors obtain information 
from the listed references and ef- 
fect close liaison with personnel in 
resident departments. All during 
the writing, the material is review- 
ed for accuracy and clarity. 

Along with the writers, the 
preparation branch includes an 
operations unit which prepares 
manuscripts and collects or pre- 
pares material such as photographs 
and drawings ‘to illustrate the les- 
Lt. Col. Alfred J. Roth super- 
vises preparation branch activities. 

Rapid advancement in military 
weapons and organization necessi- 
tates continyal revision of course 
material. The last large organiza- 
tional change alone required the re- 
vision of 80 percent of the sub- 
courses to some degree. 

Enrolling the students, maintain- 
ing records, grading lessons and the 


eounselling service is all handled.

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EDITORIAL 
Military Needs 


Congress convened last week for what is 
expected to be a short session. The feeling is 
that the lawmakers will flee the Washington 
scene early in order to get in plenty of poli- 
ticking in preparation for the November elec- 
tions. Besides the Presidential contest, each 
House seat and one-third of the Senate seats 
will be up for grabs. 


We hope the early rush home does not. 


mean that important military legislation will 
fall by the wayside. There are all sorts of 
measures that need to be taken up and en- 
acted. 


Happily, there are indications that some 
action will be taken, during this session, on 
a new “cold war’ GI Bill of Rights. A de- 
cision on this has long been overdue and we 
trust Congress will take it up early in the 
order of business. 

Certainly, changes to the Contingency 
Options Act are long past due. Many service- 
men, never properly advised of the complex 
provisions, are entitled to a “second choice” 
of options. 

Of the service measures pending before 
Congress, none appears more justified. than 
one which would provide a reasonable allow- 
ance for transporting house trailers. HR 901, 
introduced last year and referred to the 
Pentagon “for comment,” for example, would 
increase the present inadequate 20 cents a 
mile allowance to 34 cents. Trailer owners, 
in effect, help the services reduce overall 
housing shortages and, by hauling their own 
possessions at transfer time, save the gov- 
ernment considerable money. A raise is 
definitely in order. 


The long-awaited ROPA amendments are 
overdue; so are changes in the Uniform Code 
of Military Justice. The military housing pro- 
gram needs a new prop; the retired pay bill 
should be passed, and the dual compensation 
and employment statutes need liberalizing. 

Equally long is the list of “minor” 
measures requiring action. “Retirement in 
hishest grade held in another service,” for 
example, is of the utmost importance to per- 
sons unfortunate enough not to have held 
their “highest grade” in the Air Force (or 
Army Air Corps). 

The use of appropriated money to pay 
military persons cash awards for suggestions, 
on a basis similar to civil servants, is another 
measure long overdue. 


Quarters allowance revisions for in- 
service couples and a better retirement pay 
formula for enlisted men with more pay 
service than actual service are two others. 
They are desirable on their own merits; they 
would also remove inequities now suffered by 
such persons. 

There are many other worthwhile meas- 
ures which, in the interests of service people 
and the public, require action. 


Congressmen, of course, are only human 
and there are just so many hours in each 
day. Each lawmaker shoulders many re- 
sponsibilities; there isn’t time to go into 
every desirable military measure. 

Nevertheless, a good batting average is 
possible. The House, sparked by its Armed 
Services committee, each year manages to 
approve numerous bills beneficial to service- 
men. However, things often seem to get 
bogged down in the Senate. 


Servicemen and their families and sup- 
porters represent an important facet of the 
electorate. They should receive their fair 
share of attention by way of necessary 
legislation.

Stripes Criticism Proper

In presenting the new “stripes program,” 
the Army stressed intent for order, logic 
and tradition. The Army’s NCOs protested 
and, reportedly, continue to do so. Why? 

In effect. a recent letter appearing in 
Army Times concluded such protests serve 
to reflect upon the integrity or morals of 
the “average soldier” or NCO responsible, 
claimed them indicative of lack of disci- 
pline, sense of duty and loyalty to the 
Army, and subversive to these attributes 
so vital to military organization. These 
protests were implied as tantamount to in- 
subordinate intent. 

As an Army NCO, one who has given 
considerable voice to protest in this mat- 
ter, | deny any such intent. Such inter- 
pretation of this protest situation is im- 
proper. 

* 

CRITICS of the protest situation, what- 
ever their motives, show no evidence of 
investigation, examination, or analysis of 
these protests themselves. They are seem- 
ingly brushed aside without hearing. So- 
phistical argument and/or digression is 
then employed in evident attempt to make 
them appear simply as opposition to au- 
thority. The reported reaction at Depart- 
ment of the Army, “... . turning deaf ears to 
increasing protests against the new stripes 
program ...”, is an example. 

Surely, nowhere in these protests will 
one find intended challenge to the validity 
of authority in this matter. Our protests 
are not based in opposition to authority, 
nor to “order, logic, or tradition” in the 
Army’s program, but rather to what is 
felt to be lack of those‘ characteristics in 
that program. 

Do we,.as soldiers, forfeit any right to 
consider that which directly affects us? 
If we think it unjust or improper, have we 
no recourse? Do our critics advocate 
block-headed, blind obedience—irrespec- 


tive of issues involved? Is it then true, 
as implied in that letter, that’ the /prin- 
ciples of American democracy are basically 
incompatible with military status? 

Proper consideration should be given the 
fact that the significance of this matter is 
not comparable to an instance of tactical or 
training command. We are concerned here 
with a program or system whose implemen- 
tation encompasses considerable time ele- 
ment. Reactian in this should not be 
deemed indicative of probable or expected 
reaction otherwise. 

I do not feel it necessary here to re- 
iterate details of those protests. Enough 
to state that they are fundamentally con- 
cerned with what are felt to be adverse 


characteristics of the Army’s current pro- 


gram and/or method of implementation, 
as follows: 


sive. 

® Contrary to order, logic, or tradition, 
this program does not currently afford or 
effect any evident progression per insignia 
or titles upon one-grade promotion to 
grades E-6, E-7, or E-8. 

® In allowing for use of “authorized” 
insignia and titles in grades E-5, E-6 and 
E-7, in conjunction with, and as opposed to 
those prescribed, this program results in 
nullifying the elemental purpose of mili- 
tary insignia and titles, i.e., to specifically 


indicate or denote the grade or rank and/or’ 


relative status of the individual concerned. 

Persistence in mere citation of validity 
or authority in this matter is digressive, 
affords no answer at all to the “average 
soldier” or NCO, and is the basis for such 
unfortunate tone in these protests as may 
be deemed intemperate or improper. How- 
ever, consider that such tone is founded 
in dismay at being ignored. 

We do not intend challenge to author- 
ity—we but ask for fair consideration of 
those protests and fair answer. Logical 
refutation is acceptable to intelligence— 
sophistry, or obvious digression, insulting.

Retirement Basis 


EUROPE: Cited herein are a 


few considerations with respect to 
contemplated retired pay “over- 
haul.” Recent press items indicate 


a possibility of 12% withholding/ 


of active duty pay to help under- 
write retired pay. 

The sorest point in the entire 
retired pay structure is the inclu- 
sion of Reserve time, not on active 
duty, in computation of retired 
pay for officers. This feature is 
inequitable since a like provision 
— not apply to enlisted person- 
ne 


Additionally, we must bear in 
mind that this Reserve time, not 
on active duty, is included in the 
computation of active duty pay. 

Should we not then hold that 
a major, 
colonel who by virtue of, let us 
say six years, non-active duty Re- 
serve time has been properly re- 
munerated when we consider that 
he has been and is being paid 
$90 to $170 per month more than 
the officer with no Reserve time? 
Why further stretch this point of 
pay into retirement? 

The following are instances of 
retired pay with the random six 
years Reserve time, not on active 
duty, computed with 20 years ac 
tive federal serviee, 26 years to- 
tal, as against 20 years active fed- 
eral service without the Reserve 
emolument.

"The Thunderer’ 
Remained Calm

4 ae world was about to’blow apart on Nov. 2, 1956, when 
Russian troops were fighting Hungarian revolution- 
aries and Egyptian soldiers were retreating from Israéli 
infantry and British-French aerial attacks. It looked: as if 


‘world peace had had it, and newspapers all over the world | 


hauled out their biggest type. 

But not the London Times. 
on Nov, 2 as it always did — a solid page of want-ads and personals. 
Page two also was filled with tiny classified ads, and even on page 
three there wasn’t anything about the big news stories from Suez 
-and Hungary. 

The big news began to appear on page four, and it consisted most- 
ly of the text of Parliament’s debate on the wisdom of attacking 
Egypt (which: shortly before had seized the Suez Canal). Not until 
page six was there any sign of reaction to the world-shaking news, and 
the really big news didn’t appear until page eight. 

- . That, in brief, was how the 170-year-old British newspaper handled 


. the news that day, _A description of its Nov. 2 appearance is included 
. in “One Day in the World’s Press,” a Stanford University Press book 


($6.95) which shows how 14 of the world’s most. important news- 
papers printed the news that day. 

Last. week, this column showed how the news was handled in 
the Communist press, including Pravda, the largest newspaper in the 
world with a circulation of five anda half million. Generally, news- 
papers in Russia, Poland, Czechoslovakia, China and Yugoslavia 
printed very little news about the Hungarian revolt, and most of 
the news that they did print was hardly factual. All of the news 
on the Suez fighting was strongly slanted in favor of Egypt and 
against the west and Israel. Facts — such as names, places ‘and 
events — weéTe very scarce. 

THE EGYPTIAN newspapers, naturally, weren’t much interested 
in the Hungarian situation — Egypt was being invaded by three na- 
tions. The leading newspaper in Cairo was Al Ahram (The Pyra- 
mid), which has 100,000 circulation in a country that sells a half mil- 
lion papers a day. 

The front page of Al Ahram was devoted exclusively to the war, 
but nothing on it indicated that Egyptian forces were having a hard 
time. One story claimed, for example, that one-quarter of Israel’s 
air force had been destroyed. Another gave the text of premier 
Nasser’s speech, saying Nasser “spoke with complete candor, as he 
always does.” 

The tone of the Cairo newspaper was generally slanted to the 
Russian point of view, and an editorial accused the U.S. of support- 
ing “Imperialistic” Britain and France, who — said Al Ahram — 
stepped into the war after Egypt smashed the Israeli forces. : 

On page two, the Cairo paper followed the Communist style in 
‘announcing-the awards of the Nobel prizes — the paper named the 
Russian and Englishman who won the awards, but made no mention 
of the three Americans who also won Nobel prizes. 

Elsewhere in the Nov. 2 issue, Al Ahram showed the effects of 
the fighting on the cotton market in New York and Liverpool; its 
sports section announced that all contests had been stopped and it 
urged Egyptian youths to go “rascal hunting”; and throughout the 
paper there were chins-up advertisements from leading Egyptian 
corporations. 

IN A STYLE more familiar to Americans was Dagens Nyheter, 
the Daily News of Stockholm. This pro-western newspaper gave num- 
ber one position to the Hungarian revolution, with a banner head- 
tine that read “700,000 Russians Invade Hungary.” Most of page eight 
was devoted to the Suez crisis. 

The Nyheter carried considerable crime and accident news, em- 
phasizing human interest features. It also carried a Herblock car- 
toon, lots of American-style ads and a full page on the aes of 
the Nobel prizes. 

Nov; 2 was a few days before the American elections. “The 
Swedish paper carried a full page on the elections, including maps 
showing how each state voted in every election since 1916, plus 
a full report on midwestern farm belt politics from its own cor- 
respondent in America. This was better coverage of our elections 
than many American papers provided. 

On the back page, the paper published a story about the increase 
in drunkenness since liquor had gone on sale openly a year before. 
The number of drunks arrested in Sweden had gone up 110 percent. 


IN JAPAN about 94 percent of the people read newspapers every 
day. There are three big newspapers in Tokyo and one of them, 
Asahi (Rising Sun) has a daily circulation of more than four million. 

On Nov. 2, 1956, Asahi provided good general coverage of Suez 
and Hungary, with many short bulletins and datelines. In addition, 
the news appeared in the form of a report on a Tokyo roundtable dis- 
cussion of the Hungarian and Suez problems. Page one was devoted 
mostly to the Suez affair, but at the bottom of the page there were 
several advertisements for books and magazines. 

The paper had good coverage of science, the arts, economics and 
Politics, and there was a full account of the defeat of the Kansai 
baseball team in Hiroshima by the Brooklyn Dodgers, who were 
barnstorming Japan at the time. 

IN GERMANY, the Frankfurter Allgemeine Zeitung told its 
200,000 readers all about Suez and Hungary with a front page of solid 
type. But it also devoted considerable space to demands for a local 
tax cleanup. 

The stolid, factual Zeitung sticks to politics and economics — the 
paper seldom prints human interest material. The Nov. 2 issue told

Doing Enough of 
The Right Things

f bees year 1959 has been one of rising anxiety regarding 
the quantity and quality of United States military pro- 


grams. 


“Are we doing enough of the- 


right things?” Those who ask 
these questions (and the pub- 
lic is increasingly aware that the 
questions are being asked) are 
coming to understand that de- 
cisions taken today — modern 
military hardware being what it 
is'— can bog down our future 
security in a mass of unsuitable 
weaponry with little chance of 
shifting gears. 

And behind all this, the citi- 
zen is beginning to understand 
that he still lives in a world of 
power, a world in which the in- 
fluence and authority of the 
United States is directly pro- 
portionate to what others think 
of our ability to back words with 
force if necessary. 

IT IS because statesmen and 
soldiers in the capitals of both 
our friends and enemies fore- 
see that in the approaching fa- 
ture we will—if we persist in the 
programs to which we are now 
more or less committed—become 
increasingly unable to make flex- 
ible response to varyinz degrees 
of Communist challenge. 

We are trending toward a For- 
tress America concept in which 
we are spending more and more 
—becoming more and more com- 
mitted for the future—on a sys- 
tem of massive retaliation from 
fixed bases as our sole effective 
reply to hostile maneuvers. 

The danger for the future is 
that we shall altogether forfeit 
our freedom of action, our power 
of flexible response, because 
massive retaliation, plus defense 
of Fortress America, will eat up 
the whole of the resources which 
we can annually allocate for mili- 
tary purposes, 

One frightening portent, and 
one bright hope, are afforded us 
as the year begins. 


t isn’t just, “Are we doing enough?” It is also, 


The fright stems from the 
announcement that this year’s 
budget will contain funds to 
keep a portion of the Strategic 
Air Command on continuous air- 
borne alert. For the United 
States with all its wealth and 
wisdom, to.be compelled to use 
such a wasteful and temporary 

ient indicates a lack of 
fotesighted, realistic 
which even the man in 
can sense — including, 
the man in the streets of London, 
Paris and Berlin. 

The hope lies in the appear- 
ances above the cloudea hurizun 
of a guiding star, Polaris, which 
in the heavens has directed so 
many mariners on storm-tossed 
seas, and which as a mobile mis- 
sile-system may yet beckon us in 
the proper direction.

its readers that the American presidential election “lacks genuine 
tension,” and that Americans appeared to like Ike more than they 
liked Republicans. 

It also reported that every other family in West Germany draws 
a government pension. Sports took up less than one column of the 
Zeitung’s space. 

FRANCE’S Le Monde is one of the best newspapers in Europe. 
It concentrates on significant news, the fine arts, the theater and 
literature. Emphasis is on its own correspondents’ reports instead of 
the wire services. 

Page one of Le Monde on Nov. 2 contained terse oumuuries of 
the world’s political problems. Inside pages were loaded with de- 
tails of Suez and Hungary, plus reports on what other newspaper edi- 
torials were saying. 

On page eight, there was an item about the new public relations 
plan adopted by French auto tax collectors. Each taxpayer, the 
article said, is to get a letter explaining that the old folks need govern- 
ment help, and the help is to come from motorists, and what better 
way is there to classify taxpayers than by the size and age of their 
cars. 

ALSO DISCUSSED in “One Day in the World’s Press” are the 
Nov. 2, 1956, editions of The Times of India, La Prensa of Buenos 
Aires, and the New York Times. 

This book, which reproduces facsimiles of the front pages of 14 
of the world’s major newspapers, plus translations of their contents, 
shows, among other things, that readers in the Communist countries 
get little factual news about world events, and what little news 
they get appears in remarkably drab newspapers. 

The volume also shows that, despite the levelling influences of 
movies, television, jet speeds and worldwide wire services, each coun- 
try’s newspapers continue to reflect the national character. This 
book should remind us also that despite the one-sidedness of American 
papers (most editorial pages are Republican or conservative Demo- 
crats) and the frivolity of many of our stories, we still have the 
closest to an informative press to be found anywhere on earth. 


A’ THE beginning of the new year let us admit without any subterfuge that, as

But the first hydro- 
gen device was so big, clumsy 
and heavy that nothing conceiv- 
able, whether plane or rocket, 
could possibly carry it. Hence we 
waited until a hydrogen warhead 
of reasonable size and weight was 
available until we told our en- 
gineers to design a missile to 
carry it.

THE RUSSIANS are said to 
have been in precisely the same 
predicament, but they went 


~~ ahead and designed the rocket, 


expecting the warhead to become 
available one day. This story is 
no doubt true in its essentials 
and the decision to wait might 
even be defended. But once the 
rockets which were big enough 
to become intercontinental mis- 
siles began to function, the Rus- 
sians were quick to see the adver- 
tising value of-space activities. 
The country which invented 
Madison Avenue did-not. 


Even now space work is pushed 
out of the way by budget cutters 
with statements like “not of im- 
mediate military value.”

But in addition to 
numbers 100 through 31, it 
picked numbers 29, 27, 25, 23, 
21, 19, 17, 15, 13, and 11. Thus 
of the 100 men, it picked 75 of 
the 80 that were selected solely 
by use of the OEFI. 

Selection Board #2, given the 
same instructions as Board #1, 
also picked numbers 100 through 
31. It then picked numbers 30, 
28, 26, 24, 22, 20, 18, 16, 14, and 
12. This is also 80 men, and it 
is 75 of the 80 picked by the OEI. 
But Boards #1 and #2 picked 
only 70 of the same men, differ- 
ed on 10. , 

Correlation between the two

WASHINGTON — The Army is streamlining its pro- 
cedure for settling claims for losses or damages in the move- 
ment of household goods, it was reported this week. 


The changes, it was said, resulted. 


from a “comprehensive review of 
the entire system of household 
goods movements.” It was added: 

“The review found the system 
adequate but in need of improve- 
ment through simplification and 
consolidation of regulations and 
procedures.” 

The changes are outlined in AR 
25-20 and AR 25-100. The new regu- 
lations provide for a decentralized 
system for settling claims and sim- 
plified instructions for their prepa- 
ration. 

While only the Judge Advocate 
General may finally disapprove 
claims, any headquarters with a 
judge advocate general on its staff 
may approve claims up to $500. 


IN ADDITION, any headquarters 
exercising general court martial 
jurisdiction may approve claims up 
to $1000, and the chief of the 
claims division. of the office of the 
Judge Advocate General may ap- 
prove claims of over $1000. 

The Army said that “it is ex- 
pected that the new procedure will 
materially decrease settlement 
time, as approximately 90 percent 
of all claims will be settled at the 
installation level.” 

The Army said it is also estab- 
lishing a system of inspection of 
all stages of movement of goods 
because it realized that “claims 
procedures can rarely satisfy an 
individual for lost or damaged

On the other hand, the M113 
aluminum-armored personnel car- 
rier became a requirement in 1956, 
was finished in 1959 and will be- 
gin to be widely issued in 1960.

SOLVING this problem is not 
Only outside R&D’s field, it is at 
a higher level than the Army 
secretariat.

“In order to encourage freedom 
of expression, Department of the 
Army policies provide that em- 
ployees have a right to present 
full and complete information as 
a defense against a proposed ad- 
verse action, have a right and a 
responsibility to present informa- 
tion to military authorities regard- 
ing arly deficiencies, irregularities, 
waste, fraud, or other similar con- 
ditions which come to their atten- 
tion, and are free to utilize the 
grievance procedure to express dis- 
satisfaction with working condi- 
tions and relationships, and to pe- 
tition Congress or any member 
thereof to present grievances or 
furnish information. However, 
these policies are not to be con- 
strued as permitting employees to 
make irresponsible, false, or de- 
famatory statements which, in a 
real sense, are intended to hurt 
others or which attack, without 
foundation, the honesty or integ- 
rity of either the organization or 
other personne]. Employees are 
cautioned. that they are account- 
able for the statements they make 
and the views they express and 
that irresponsible statements of 
the nature described may be used 
as a basis for disciplinary action.”

make too many grants and then 
have to take them away. 

Exact figures on the number of 
pro pay vacancies at any given 
period are subject to a time lag. 

The regular test period for April 
will be held from the first to the 
15th of that month. Enlisted per- 
sonnel not tested then through no 
fault of their own, such as illness, 
will be tested during a makeup pe- 
riod from 16-30 April. 


Clerk typists will be brought 
into the program for the first time, 
and special instructions are going 
out to cover their testing. 

The tests will include adminis- 
tration of both a paper and pencil 
test and a performance or typing 
test. EM eligible will be admin- 
istered the typing test as soon as 
possible after receipt of the test 
at his instalation. This could 
mean that some men in MOS 711 
might have to take their typing 
test before the 1 April date.

THE ICE WAS ALL BE: 
TWEEN, Lt. Comdr. T. A. 
Irvine, RCN. Longmans, Green, 
New York, $4.95. 

HE RCN following the au- 

thor’s name stands for Royal 
Canadian Navy, and a vivid nar- 
rative of the modern icebreaker 
“Labrador” its untried crew, and 
its maiden journey around the 
continent of North America via 
the Arctic seas and the Panama 
Canal comes from Commander 
Irvine’s pen. 

Motive for the journey is stated 
by the Labrador’s commanding 
officer, Commodore 0.CS. 
Robertson in a foreword. “The 
concept that the Arctic is a bar- 
rier to an aggressor is no longer 
acceptable. The Arctic is a high- 
way to those who have the wit 
to use it.” 

The wit plus an ice-breaker 
equipment carried the Labrador 
grinding, thrusting, bouncing on 
and off 20-foot thick ice, grazing 
hidden pinnacles rising from sea 
bottom, setting up beacons, serv- 
ing as flight deck for two heli- 
copters, correcting old charts of 
the coast line, startling polar 
bears and seals, and sheltering 
in its sick bay a crew member 
dying of cancer through 80-some 
days unique in travel records. 

The writing is quietly under- 
stated and covers every aspect of 
mechanical, scientific, and human 
interrelationships with plenty of 
humor to lighten the story. Long- 
mans has given the book a beau- 
tiful format on off-white paper 
with green eye-ease ink, good 
photographs, and two different 
end-paper maps to enable the 
reader to follow the text with 
pleasure. —B.W.

It is far more than a diction- 
ary as we ordinarily think of 
such a compilation. Its biograph- 
ical and battle accounts reflect 
the value-judgments permitted 
by the passage of nearly a cen- 
tury. Its definitions are so clear, 
particularly in relation to little 
used military terms, that con- 
sultation of one entry will give 
you all the information you 
need. 

Example: “Eprouvette. A 
small mortar used to prove the 
strength of gunpowder. Anoth- 
er type of eprouvette, used in 
the U.S., was a cannon or mus- 
ket on a pendulum.” 

End paper maps of Eastern 
and Western Theaters of War, 
well drawn battle plans distrib- 
uted throughout the text, and 
an atlas of 15 full page section- 
al maps enable the reader to 
find his way geographically 
through the war-divided United 
States of the period.

troops of the First French Army 
after their isolation by the Ger- 
man blitzkrieg from the Ar- 
dennes to the English Channel 
in May-June, 1940. 

It will have greater interest 
in Britain, where so many fami- 
lies had members who were par- 
ticipants in this action. How- 
ever, the enthusiast and special- 


ist in World War II history will - 


find here a detailed, objective 
account which considers the 
campaign before the evacuation, 
the character and abilities of 
the leaders on both sides as well 
as the national and military psy- 
chology of the nations involved, 
British, French, German, Belgian. 

The minutiae of the actions 
of the ships and boats each day 
becomes a little repetitious to 
the casual reader in spite of 
the gallantry and ‘tenacity dis- 
played. 

But it is all there, even a 
list of shipping involved (one 
boat only 10 feet), their cas- 

ualties, the number rescued 
each day, the number of RAF 
sorties their claims of German 
Planes _ destroyed. These 
claims, checked by the author 
against German records, were 
found to be blown up about 
400 %—as is usual. 

The author’s research and 
clarity make plain the decisions, 
operations and errors on both 
sides that brought about and 
then permitted the - successful 
evacuation.

Table Gadget 
Helps Teach 
Languages 


PRESIDIO OF MONTEREY, 
Calif—Privates and colonels peer- 
ing through paper telescopes 
might look out of place on a re-up 
poster, but it happens daily at 
the Army Language School. 

Dissatisfied with the lack of 
realism in linguistic terrain table 
exercises, ALS instructors have 
come up with a novel solution in 
making classroom work as diffi- 
cult as the real thing. To do this 
they have given sandtables a new 
perspective. 

For liaison type exercises in 
foreign language training, where 
students plot a simulated combat 
terrain situation, inventive instruc- 
tors have come close to duplicat- 
ing actual field observation. There 
are two sandtables involved in this 
linguistic CPX, which is designed 
to give American officers and men 
realistic training in situations they 
might encounter on liaison duty 


with units of NATO-member coun- 
tries. 


* 


THE FIRST sandtable is en- 
closed on four sides and can only 
be observed through apertures re- 
sembling binoculars. The effect is 
similar to the actual view seen by 
a ground observer surveying ter- 
rain with field glasses. Four men 
are assigned here, acting as ob- 
servers, and by using the mock 
binoculars they get only a par- 
tial view of a particular sector. 

The views are strikingly close 
to the fields of vision for ground 
observers in the prone or kneel- 

ing positions and handicapped 
by the natural inequalities of 
the terrain. 

The observers, using the target 
foreign language, communicate 
their findings by telephone to a 
second group of students in an- 
other room. This is a simulated 
field headquarters, where students 
recreate the terrain situation on 
the second sandtable according to 
telephone reports received from 
observers. 

Instructors then check the sec- 
ond sandtable against the first to 
see how well the students have 
communicated their observations 
in the foreign language.

Oscar Peterson Is | 
A Great Pianist 


. By TOM SCANLAN 


"THERE is probably too much carping in this column. But Santa 
Claus was geod to me and there will be no carping of any kind 
this week. For one thing, five new Oscar Peterson records arrived 


for review on Christmas Eve, and 
with no offense meant to my rela- 
tives and close friends, let it be 
known that these records added 
up to one of my most treasured 
Christmas presents. 5 
These five Peterson LPs are 
recommended without reserva- 
tions of any kind to anyone who 
can keep time (admittedly, that 
cuts down the populace enor- 


mously) and who has an ear for 


music, ‘ 
' The new LPs are: Oscar Peter- 
son Plays the Cole Porter Song 
Book (Verve 2052), the Irving 
Berlin Song Book (2053), the 
George Gershwin Song Book 
(2054), the Duke Ellington Song 
Book (2055) and the Richard 
Rodgers Song Book (2057). 

Peterson, one of-the finest jazz 
Pianists of our time by any sane 
standard, has recorded a good 
number of the tunes on these LPs 
before, but seldom as well, 


. THIS IS Peterson’s current 
trio (the one with a drummer in- 
stead of a guitarist) and the 
group most certainly jells. Bass- 
man’ Ray Brown, who has been 
with Peterson for years now, is 
superb, as is his habit, and drum- 
mer Ed Thigpen proves again that 
he is that extreme rarity — a 
really good drummer, meaning 
one who can keep time and one 
who understands and listens to 
ine the rest of the group is do- 


g. 

Which of the LPs might please 
you the-most will depend mainly 
upon which composer you enjoy 
the most, I would think. In any 
event, each of the LPs is excel- 
lent. 

PERHAPS the crux of the mat- 
ter is simply that Peterson, who 
happily does not grunt his way 
through even the up-tempo tunes 
here, is a piano player.-He uses 
the whole instrument, as Art 
Tatum did and as Teddy Wilson 
does, and as few young modern 
jazz pianists do. 

Also, like Tatum and Wilson 
and Ray Bryant and Billy Tay- 
lor, Peterson has touch, tone, 
and a harmonic sense that can 
be developed only through 


study, hard work, and experi- 
ence. By experience I mean 
playing ali kinds of tunes with 
all kinds of musicians . . . know- 
ing the changes. The right 
changes. 

- And Peterson also has another 
most important quality that sets 
him apart from almost all jazz 
pianists today: He swings. m 


THE BERLIN SET is particu- 
larly impressive to me, although 
this is probably simply because I 
like such tunes as Change Part- 
ners (superbly and delicately pre- 


“sented by Peterson), Supper 


Time,.The Song Is Ended, How 
Deep Is the Ocean, You're 
Laughing at Me, and Remember. 
(YES, THEY DO NOT WRITE 
SONGS LIKE THOSE ANY 


MORE.) 


And a highlight of the Elling- 
ton set, for me, is “Rockin’ in 
Rhythm,” which veteran Elling- 
ton admirers will well remem- 


But it is idiotic to pick and 

choose certain tracks on any of 
these LPs as the best. In a sense, 
they are all the best. 

Oscar Peterson, Canada’s 
major gift to jazz music, has 
matured tremendously in the 
past few years, it seems to me. 
He may make use of bop fig- 
ures from time to time but they 
are no longer an essential. part 
of his idiom. They are used 
only where they fit, not as 
mere decoration or as p 
that he is “modern.” Peterson 
can never be charged with be- 
ing_“boppy,” as was once the 
case. 

Today, Peterson seems to be 

primarily, concerned with honest 
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melody and honest melodie im- 

provisation and anyone who 

thinks there is not another kind 

of improvisation in jazz today is 

not aware of what’s happening in 

jazz today (just lucky, I guess). 

BY USING a drummer rather 
than a guitarist in his trio, Peter- 
son’s piano is now genuinely up 
front. There are fewer head ar- 
rangements for Peterson to ad- 
here to and a more dominant role 
for his piano is assured. 

This, incidentally, is not to carp 
—in any way—at past Peterson 


trios, meaning those that featured 
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guitarists Barney Kessel and Herb 
Ellis, both excellent musicians. 
It is suggested only that those 
trios were one thing and that 
Peterson’s present trio is some- 
thing else. Both trios were ex- 
cellent, and although the trio 
with guitar offered more variety 
(or “voices,” if you will) the new 
trio presents the Peterson piano 
better.. Perhaps this is one rea- 
son why these five new LPs give 
us Peterson’s piano as it has 
seldom been presented on record 
to date ... and he is easily the 
most recorded pianist in the his- 
tory of the phonograph record. 
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Some Changes 


By TOM SCANLAN 
FORT HAMILTON, N.Y.—There’ll be some 
changes — major changes — made at this his- 
toric post in Brooklyn during the next few years. 
By 1962, soldiers who have served here will 


hardly recognize the old place. 2 

Because of a $320 million bridge which will run from 
Fort Hamilton te Fort Wadsworth, thus linking Brook- 
lyn and Staten Island, only 22 of Hamilton’s present 
191 buildings will remain. 

So does this enormous change have Hamilton in a 
dither? On the contrary. Hamilton appears to be tak- 
ing the “time marches on” bit in stride. 

Although the revamping of Hamilton has its dis- 
advantages, the CO of Hamilton, Col. John K, Daly, told 
Army Times that the changes required because of the 
bridge present “a golden opportunity to do a little city 
planning.” 

Col. Daly, who confers constantly with New York of- 
ficials on the bridge, envisions “an enlisted area, a non- 
com area, an officers’ area, a transient area and a com- 
munity area.” 

And the transient area is not the least of these in 
importance because Hamilton’s mission is to process 
and house military personnel and dependents coming 
from and going to posts overseas. Thousands of women 
and children pass through Hamilton every month and 
anyone who thinks that this does not involve innumer- 
able problems unusual to an Army post has a pitiful 
knowledge of women and children. 

* 

THE WAY the post is now, everything is pretty 

well mixed up — as most posts are — simply because, 

. like Topsy, it just grew. The transients — and Hamil- 
ton handles about 30,000 a month — are not in an area 
away from other Army business but unhappily in the cen- 
ter of things. “New” Fort Hamilton, because of the 
bridge, will change all this. 

Col. Daly wants to have a service club in the center 
of an enlisted area ... an NCO club, a new gym as well 
as tennis, handball and. volleyball courts, softball and 
baseball diamonds in a noncom area . . . and BOQs and 
the officer’s club’ (the present one, which is a story in 
itself) in an officer’s area. This will make things easier 
for everyone, he figures. 

Of course, the revamping has its disadvantages. 
“We'll lose some beautiful old trees including some that 
were probably here when General Lee lived on post,” 
Col. Daly said. 

But in. regard to Lee, one of the few buildings that 
will remain will be the “Old Lee House” where Robert 
E. Lee and his family reportedly lived when Lee was a 
captain in the Engineers here from 1841-46. 

The present guest houses for dependents (the Adams 
and the Jefferson), which need remodeling badly, will 
also remain. The two guest houses (and don’t call them 
hotels, I was told), are about 50 years old. According to 
Col. Daly, “it will take about a half million dollars to 
renovate them.” Happily for all dependents, this will 
be done. 
early this year. 

* * 

PLANS for the bridge (known now as the “Ver- 
razano-Narrows Bridge” although there is still some dis- 
cussion about the eventual name) just miss the “Old 
Fort” which dates from 1825, a fact that should please 
old Army buffs and historians. But all the gun posi- 
tions will be demolished and the land under the batteries 
will be graded for other use. The “Old Fort” now houses 
the officer’s club. 

A new parade ground will be needed and the 7th 
Avenue gate will become the new main entrance. Old 
sets of quarters will be replaced by new ones overlooking 
New York Bay. The headquarters building as well as 
the CO’s home will be demolished. 

Incidentally, these vast changes will not cost the 
Army anything, meaning not any money. New York 

must replace every building (spacewise) it tears down 
because of the bridge. 

Hamilton will have the “same barracks space, but 
not as many buildings,” Col. Daly explains. 

The CO hopes to convert the old commissary into a 
warehouse and move it much nearer the entrance so that 
those going to the commissary will not need to go 
through the dependents’ area. 

“And we'll also be getting a new medical building 
that will be air-conditioned and modern,” he. adds. At 
the present time, Hamilton has no hospital. Personnel 
and dependents go to the dispensary at Fort Jay or to St. 
Alban’s Naval Hospital. 

The complete revamping of Hamilton “should be 
accomplished in two years time,” Col. Daly teld Army 
Times. 

Ground-breaking ceremony for the new bridge was 
held in August. Traffic studies indicate that an esti- 
mated 16,300,000 cars and trucks will use the bridge dur- 
ing its first year of operation in 1965. 


It will be a 12-lane, double-deck structure with a

center span of 4260 feet. The 4200-foot center span of 
the Golden Gate Bridge in San Francisco is now the 
longest in the world. (How the bridge will change Fort 
Wadsworth, on Staten Island, will be detailed in the 
Wadsworth Post Profile later this month.) 

The new bridge will, of course, make the justifiably 
famed and scenic five-cent ride on the Staten Island 
Ferry no longer a necessity to those who must commute 
from Staten Island to Brooklyn and New York~€ity. 
(The Staten Island Ferry is free, by the way, to service- 
men in uniform.) i 


Work as Usual 


But despite all the talk about the new bridge and 
the upcoming changes at Hamilton, the regular work at 
Hamilton goes on as usual. As Col. Daly sums up: “We 
must remain operational at all times.” 

To get a glimmering of how in the world you can 
handle thousands of dependents each month, Army Times 
button-holed Maj. Korra F. Rudolph, the WAC officer 
who runs the guest houses. 

“What we do here,” she said, “is take care of dis- 
traught mothers and harassed kids.” ‘ 

Maj. Rudolph explained that Hamilton is obliged 
to take only those whose orders read Fort Hamilton 
but “if there is room we take others. 

“For example, foreign brides arrive unaccompanied. 
They have language problems and don’t know where to 
go. We try to take care of them .. . SP6 Henni Schwartz 
be ta staff speaks German and French, which is a big 

elp. 

“There are also some who get oversea orders and 
because of landlords and leases must vacate their apart- 


ments before receiving erders for Hamilton. They 
come here with no place to go and no money. We ar- 
range something. We keep them if possible. If not,

lems we ‘have with a hotel full of kids and women,” 
Maj. Rudolph continued. “Recently a German Shep- 
herd dog gave birth to eight puppies under the steps 
and we couldn’t find the owner!” 

Maj. Rudolph is- anxious for the improvements to 
be made on the two guest houses. She talks of new tile, 
rewiring, a new heating system (two-way rather than 
one-way, thus eliminating piping and enabling them to 
drop the ceiling in hallways), a fire sprinkling system 
new plumbing, new showers, and I don’t know what all. 

As for the rooms — and Army Times was granted 
the right to peek into this “no-man’s land” -— it appeared 
that the semi-VIP rooms were fine but the others were, 
as Maj. Rudolph insisted, badly in need of repair. The 
plan is to have them all. as good as the few semi-VIP 
ones are now. . ‘ 

There are 18 assigned people to Maj. Rudolph’s 
section and they care for about 15,000 dependents a 
month waiting to go overseas. Most families depart 
from Hamilton within 24 hours after arrival. 

The guest houses are usually at 90 percent capacity. 

_The capacity for both is 486 beds and 107 cribs. 

Money for what is known as the “Embarkation Cas- 
ual Center Fund” stems from the mess-cafeteria and 
from the BOQs. The mess costs only $1.50 daily for 
adults and children over 12 and 75 cents for children 
under 12.- You can get two eggs to order for 30 cents, 
a broiled tenderloin steak-for $1.25 and fried shrimp for 
80 cents. Pablum — a vital food at Hamilton — is 20 
cents. 

CWO Patrick R. Russo, the mess officer, told Army 
Times that he served 33,000 the month previous to my 
visit. “And,” he added, “we have very, very few com- 
plaints on food.” According to the palate of this re- 
porter, his comment is understandable. Everything 
looked good. 

In addition to housing and. feeding dependents, 
Hamilton keeps busy with (1) an Overseas Replacement

Station’ (2) Returnee Reassignment Section, and (3) 
Transfer Station. “Transfer Station” is another way of 
saying Seperation Center. 

The Reassignment ,Section, headed by Maj. A. L. 
‘Mecea, Jr., processes @pproximately 18,500 people a 
month, 12,500 of these being military. 

At Idlewild airport, where the section has a five-man 
team, processing begins when the team greets the re- - 
turnees on the planes; 

Maj. Mecca says that the p is .“a very 
rapid operation . . . Before July 1955 it took 3% days, 
now we try to hold it to 3%-4 hours.” The section 
services those from the North Atlantic, Europe, North 
Africa and the Middle East. Last July, the millionth 
person was processed. 

Servicemen and dependents coming back from over- 
seas can get rail; air and bus tickets here to go any 
place in the United States. Shots, records, foreign 
money, etc., are also handled. 

Processing for a plane or ship ride overseas is 
wrapped up in 15-30 minutes. And, as Capt. John E. 
Munnelly explains, “we have to fill every flight, every 
seat.” 

The NCOs who handle the dependents during proc- 

essing are all family men. Maj. William R. Swearn- > 
gan says: “We try to be sympathetic.” .

is speed, efficiency and understanding. There is no tip- 
ping of any kind. : 

As for the Transfer Station, headed by Maj. C. N. 
Cook, it takes about three days for most men to get 
through, although small groups are on a two-day process- 
ing schedule and special cases, according to Maj. Cook, 
“make it in one day.” 

The station handles about 40-60 retirements a month, 
from full colonel on down. Those who request a cere- 
mony get one, but most don’t since a ceremony has usual- 


ly been held at the man’s previous station.

THE HOUSING situation for those assigned to Ham- 
ilton will change immediately because of the bridge, as 
indicated above. At the present time, on post housing 
for officers is satisfactory with occupancy assured with- 
in 30-60 days. Bpt housing for enlisted men is inade- 
quate. Enlisted. quarters are allocated by date of appli- 
cation regardless of rank but applications are accepted 
only from the rank of E-5 and above.

Hamilton families. All of these apartments are unfur- 
nished. 

Visitors and newly assigned personnel may reach 
Hamilton by subway (last stop on the 4th Avenue local), 
by bus (5th Avenue - Brooklyn Bus Line) or by the 
Fort Hamilton Parkway Bus Line (B-16). By auto, the 
Fort Hamilton Exit on the Belt Parkway provides a 
simple and direct route to the post. The fort is five 
miles from downtown Brooklyn and 12 miles from Man- 
hattan and the Broadway theater section. 


FORT HAMILTON was officially opened on 11 June 
1825 as part of the inner defense fortifications of New 
York Harbor, although its use as a spot to protect the 
harbor dates much further back. 

Located on the Brooklyn shore at the entrance to 
the Narrows of New York Harbor, two small fortifica- 
tions were built during the Revolutionary War to cover 
the Narrows. British forces, having landed on Staten 
Island, crossed the Narrows in 1776 before Col. Henry 
Knox (later a major general and Secretary of War) 
took the fortifications with two 12-pounders in a prel- 
ude to the Battle of Long Island. 

And back in 1524, Giovanni da Verrazano, an Italian 
explorer sailing under the French flag (it was a mixed-up 
world back then, too) set eyes on the site that is now Fort 
Hamilton. Because of this white man intruder, the Ny- 
ack Indians built a “Long House” for protection which 
they called Wick Qua Wanck. Site of the Long House is 
memorialized by a bronze tablet about 50 yards within 


the present main gate of Fort Hamilton. 
* 

HENRY HUDSON arrived nearly a century later 
and took possession for the Dutch. In 1613 he estab- 
lished a post on the site where the Indian “long-house” 
had been. The Dutch West India Company in 1652 
legally acquired title to the land on the east shore of the 
harbor for all the land between Coney Island and Go- 
wanus Creek including the present site of Fort Hamilton. 
For this immense land parcel they gave the Nyack In- 
dians the sum total of one dozen knives, one dozen combs, 
and one-half dozen each of copper kettles, coats, axes, 
small mirrors and chisels. 


The patent for the land was turned over to Jacques 
Cortelyou in 1657. Under his supervision the town of 
New Utrecht was laid out and a block-house was built 
to protect the new community against Indians, sumgglers 
and pirates. 

Hamilton has had a long history, as you can see. 
And now, because of the bridge to be built to Staten 
Island, it is moving rapidly into a new look. Old Fort 
Hamilton will soon be “New” Fort Hamilton.

West could defeat the contract 
immediately by leading a heart, 
but there was no way he could 
guess this from the bidding or 
from the makeup of his hand. He 
led the queen of spades, even as 
you and I would. 

South won with the ace of spades, 
drew trumps and cashed the top 
clubs. He gave up a third round 
of clubs to West, and now West led 
a heart. 

It was curtains for declarer. The 
defenders took two heart tricks, 
and South’s only consolation was 
the thought that he had made the 
day brighter for his opponents. 

In a hand of this sort you must 
ask yourself who is your friend 
and who is your enemy. As we have 
seen, West is your enemy. He will 
lead a heart if you let him win a 
trick, and then you are in serious 
danger. 

East is your friend. If he leads 
a heart, dummy’s king will get a 
heart trick. Treat East kindly, and 
all will be well. 

In other words, - develop the 
clubs in such a way as to give up 
a trick to East, not to West. 

After drawing two rounds of 


trumps, lead a club and play dum- 
my’s nine if West plays low. This 
will compel East to win the trick. 

West may thwart you by playing 
an honor on the first round of 
clubs. This compels you to play 
dummy’s king of clubs. Ruff a 
spade and lead another club to- 
ward dummy. West must play low 
this time, and you finesse the 
nine to make East win the trick. 

East can get out safely with a 
spade, but you can ruff, lead a 
club to the ace, and reach your 
hand with a trump. Now you cash 
the last two clubs to discard two 
hearts from dummy. The contract 
is thus assured.

HE FIRST of its kind ever, “Polaroid Portfolio # 1” (New 


York: Amphoto. 120 


$5.95), a collection of 165 pic- 


tures made by the Land picture-in-a-minute process, is also a 


distinct milestene in photographic 
literature. John Wolbarst, author 


‘of “Pictures In A Minute,” the of- 


ficial manual on this unique med- 
ium, which, incidentally, to date 
has sold about a quarter of a mil 
lion copies, collected them from 
amateurs and professionals across 


country: 


/ It was not easy, as the compiler 
ard editor notes in an introduction, 
for Polaroid shots are not found in 
the usual picture archives and he 
had to fall back upon several other 
resources. These included discards 
of. professionals who~-used the 
quick-print. for test exposure pur- 
poses; two magazine contests; the 
Polaroid Copy Service; and by 
asking photographers _ (lending 
them the camera for the purpose in 
some cases) to take pictures in a 
minute for possible use in his book. 

The result is a handsome 9x12- 
inch volume that most will agree 
is worth the trouble involved: 
Reproduction of the originals was 
made possible by the sheet-fed 
gravure process and enlarge- 
ments, in some instances te full- 
page and two-page size, are ex- 
tremely effective in presenting 
some notable examples ef Polar- 
oid photography. 

An assortment of subjects by 
‘Ansel Adams is highlighted by a 
two-page snow scene taken through 
a screen. An eight-page section de- 
voted to bird and insect pictures by 
Milton J. Schwartz includes a re- 
markable 12-shot sequence of a 
spittle bug building a shelter out of |. 
froth which it generates. 

Scientific applications cover 24 
pages of this Polaroid panorama. 
Other sections include Philippe 
Halsman’s Land test exposures, a 
selection of cat pictures,,and “A 
Housewife’s Album,” a happy edi- 
torial inspiration. Among some of 
the best in the book are two eye- 
stoppers by-the editor himself, both 
of them circus spectaculars. 

The pictures are preceded by 
text which includes a_ historical 
sketch of the process, a detailed 
description of the Polaroid Land 
process and the equipment and 
adapters for conventional cameras, 
and technical details on the pic- 
tures. Captions describe pertinent 
data.

FOR THE SECOND year, photog- 
raphy’s only big-camera annual ap- 
pears to remind photographers that 
all is not 35mm, even in these days 
of migiature camera popularity. 
The book is “International Photos 
Il” (Munich: Verlag Grossbild- 
Technik. 202 pp. $10), now avail- 
able in this country through the 
distributor, Kling Photo Corp., 257 
Park Ave. South, New York 10, 
N.Y., importers of the Linhof and 
Kardan cameras, the ~makers of 
which are the book’s publishers. 

Represented among the 100 ex- 
amples of beautifully reproduced 
full-pagers, mostly in color, many 
in black-and-white, are more than 
15 professional uses. Advanced 
amateurs will find a good propor- 
tion of these are well within their 
own realm of opportunities. They 
include among~ others, industrial, 
fashion, sports, landscape, marine, 
still life, travel pictorial, and por- 
traits. 

Except for all new pictures, of 
course, the book resembles last 
year’s inaugurating edition, in its 
9%xll%-inch. size, laminated 
hard covers, and excellent print- 
ing. Technical data, and comment 
epposite each reproduction, is in 


German, English, French, and 
Spanish. 

An interesting detail of this 
year’s volume is revealed in the 
representation by nationalities.

issue, for 33 of the 100 pictures are 
by 21 American photographers, 
among them Wynn Bullock, Andre 
de Dienes, Josef Muench, and Ozzie 
Sweet.

THE SECOND EDITION of Her- 
bert Keppler’s “Official 35mm 
Camera Rating Guide” (New York:

FIRST to deal ex- 
clusively with the automatic aper- 
ture-setting principle in amateur 
movie-making,; Myron A. Matzkin’s 

“Better Electric Eye Movies” (New 
York: Verlan Books, Inc. 1288 pp. 
$1.95) is a straight-shooting dis- 
cussion with helpful counsel for the 
novice. For example, electric-eye 
movie-making is not as fool-proof as 
it may seem, he warns, then lists 
the mistakes it can make, following 
up quickly with the remedies avail- 
able to the photographer. 


The book is replete with prac- 
tieal advice, simply told and with 
the beginner’s capacities and prob- 
lems always in mind. Matzkin, 
movie editor of Modern Photog- 
raphy, is not only a good teacher, 
but an experienced and enthusiastic 
movie-maker as well. 


QUESTIONS ASKED by readers 
range from advice on how to pick 
a camera, to the legal side of pic- 
ture-taking. In between, as the 
table of contents indicates in “1,- 
000 Photo Questions Answered by 
Experts” (New York: Ziff-Davis 
Publishing Co. 248 pp. $4.95) are 
at least 22 other types of questions, 
among them on lenses and shut- 
ters, exposure, movie-making, out- 
door and indoor pictufe-taking, 
pertraiture, night and tricky shots, 
darkroom equipment and process- 
ing, selling pictures, etc. 

Robert L. McIntyre, phofography 
consultant, has picked 1000 of the 
more frequently asked _ queries 
from issues of Popular Photography 
of the past 15 years and presents 
them in groups of related questions. 
The original answers as they ap- 
peared in the magazine have been 
revised where needed. 

Authority for the answers came 
from manufacturers, where prod- 
ucts are concerned, from photog- 
raphers with years of experience, 
and from members.of the maga- 
zine’s staff. An index would have 
been nice to have for quick page 
reference to specifi¢ answers; as it 
is, the reader must take second 
best from the subtitles under the 
chapter heads on the contents 
pages.

Vet Legislation in 1959 
Affected Few in Service 


WASHINGTON. 
passed two major veterans bills in 
1959, but neither affects the near- 
ly two million post-Korea GIs who 
would benefit from an extension of 
GI Bill rights. 


The Senate passed a cold war GI 
Bill last summer which would put 
the education and training bene- 
fits on a loan-grant basis, as com- 
pared with the all-grant provisions 
of the War II and Korea GI Bills. 

The package reached the House 
Veterans Affairs Committee too 
late to be acted on in 1959, but 
chairman Rep. Olin E. Teague (D., 
Tex.) plans to hold “exhaustive” 
hearings on the proposal early this 
year. 

The two veterans bills which did 
pass Congress affect older veter- 
ans drawing Veterans Administra- 
tion pensions and rural area GI 
direct loan applicants. 

The pension measure, affecting 
nearly 80 percent of those now on 
the rolls, will raise non-service- 
connected benefits by $10-billion 
over the next 40 years. 

The pension bill will have two 
principal effects starting 1 July of 
this year: 

It will make War II and Korea 
war widows eligible for pensions 
on the same basis as War I widows. 

It will put the benefits of all 
veterans and their dependents go- 
ing on the pension rolls in the 
future on a sliding scale as deter- 
mined by need through income 
limits. 


* * * 


ANOTHER BILL, which was en- 
acted into law, allows a veteran 
to change his final college objective 
from bachelors, to masters or even 
to a doctor’s degree as long as the 
course of instruction is in the same 
field. 

Still another enacted bill lets 
VA stop pension or compensation 
payments to mentally incompetent 
veterans who are in a VA hospital 
and whose estate exceeds $1500. 
Payments are resumed once the 
estate is reduced to $500. 

Legislation to give a $100 month- 
ly pension to all living Medal of 
Honor winners regardless of age 


Congress|and financial status passed the 


House, but was stalled in the Sen- 
ate Finance committee. 

Other bills which got through 
one House but died in the other 
would give consideration to post- 
service behavior of men with bad 
discharges, and provide educational 
aid to children of GIs (including 
Reservists and Guardsmen) who 
die as the result of cold war serv- 
ice.

About Panamanians 


FORT STEWART, Ga.: Having 
recently completed a tour of duty in 
Panama and after having read the 
recent report of rioting there I feel 
compelled to write this letter. I 
would like to express what I believe 
is the true Panama story. 

. First, why the rioting and the 
citizens trying to march into the 
Canal Zone from the Republic of 
Panama? Why did a group of Pan- 
amanians take the American flag 
down from the American Embassy 
in Panama City and destroy it? 

These questions are not answered 
by the news reports here in this 
country. 

Having been a recent member of 
the only battle group now stationed 
in Panama, I believe I am in a 
position to elaborate on the above. 

First, a little background on Pan- 

ama itself. 
_ There is very little actual indus- 
try there and making a living for 
the average citizen involves farm- 
ing or. working in the shops and 
stores or; if.they are fortunate 
enough, working for the Panama 
Canal Co. 

Panamanians are not accustomed 
to living “high on the hog” and 
live a simple life their way and 
there is no such thing as the fani- 
ily car, a TV set or a paid vacation, 

‘Teenager’ is a word that has 
no counterpart in Panama. Teen- 
age girls are not allowed to date, 
let alone go steady until their 
schooling is complete. Teenagers 
there can be seen any Sunday even- 
ing going to the many parks and 
plazas located in and around Pana- 
ma City to listen to free barid music 
and then to their favorite restaurant 
or soda bar and then home; the 
girls together and the boys togeth- 
er and liking it that way. 

American movies there are taken 
for amusement only by the younger 
set as they are much too close to 
their families and to their church 


to consider acting any way to the 
cohtrary 


‘Now, let’s take the GI in Pana- 
ma. speaking, he is con- 
tent to go-to a movie downtown or 
a bullfight during the season or 
to roam around snapping pictures 
of the local scenery and the many 
foreign ships transiting the canal. 
But we always have the small—I 
am glad to say—minority, who have 
to prove to the local public that by 
virtue of the fact that he is an 
American that makes him much bet- 
ter than the citizens of the country 
that he is presently serving in. 

Anyone reading this letter will 
recognize this type of character. 
He is the one who will go te town 
on pay day night with new 20 dol- 
ills in his wallet and with 
nothing but contempt for any of 
the “foreigners” he happens to do 
business with. It is unfortunate that 
this small minority can create the 
wrong impresssion of the “Ameri- 
cano” to the local populace. 

Now in ‘becoming friends with 
a Panamanian you can create a 
very sincere, lasting friendship. In 
short, you would have to do a lot 
to him before he will actually be- 
come hostile towards you. And, 
speaking on a much larger scale, 
that is the present situation in Pan- 
ama. 

Why did they march into the 
Canal Zone? Because of an agree- 
ment between our country and 
theirs providing for equal wages 
for the Panamanian citizen along 
with the Americans employed by 
the Pan-Canal Company commen- 
surate with their ability, of course; 
which was never kept. , 

Why did they tear the’ flag off 
the American Embassy building in 
Panama City and destroy it? Be- 
cause just prior to this incident 
some Americans of poor character 
used very poor judgment in tear- 
ing down and destroying the flag 
of Panama. Do I know the details 
on this? - No, and I don’t claim to, 
but it is worth investigating before 
we have a small scale revolution in 
the very near future. 


I say small scale because I be- 
lieve that regardless of the small 
amount of troops now in the C.Z. 
(one battle group), who may be 
matched at any time against very 
large rioting mobs, that they can 
handle the situation. Contrary to 
Mr. Eliot’s comments in his Military 
Scene column in the 14 November 
issue of Army Times stating that ad- 
ditional troops should be stationed 
in Panama, I still believe in the old 
adage: “Ten men wisely led are bet- 
ter than a hundred without a head.” 
Along this same line I think that 
is why 150 angry civilians are call- 
ed a “mob” and 150 trained soldiers 
are called a “company.” 

To sum up, I’m hoping Washing- 
ton will send a representative to 
Panama to help alleviate this situ- 
ation who will do a lot of looking 
along with listening in order to ob- 
tain both sides of the story. Any 
future calling out of U.S. troops 
against the Panama citizens is sim- 
ply lubricating the Communist 
propaganda machine and I am sure 
those pictures of U.S. troops with 
fixed bayonets facing the Pana- 
manian on his own streets really 
go over big on the front page of the 
Communist dailies.

January before the Senate commit- 
tee, 21 January in the House group. 
Secretary of Defense Thomas S. 
Gates, making his first Capitol Hill 
appearance in that role, will be the 
lead-off witness.

In the House this review will be 
coupled with a deep look at the 
. committee’s new responsibilities in 
regard to military procurement. 
Starting in 1961, the Armed Serv- 
ices committee will have to pass 
authorization legislation fox pro- 
curement of all missiles, ships and 
aircraft before money can be ap- 
propriated for them. i 

This new responsibility was 
voted by Congress last year in the 
military construction bill (Sect. 412, 
PL-149). 

It is possible a House subcommit- 
tee will hold hearings on the White 
Charger bill in the week before the 
posture briefings start. If not, the 
measure should come up soon after 
the genera] review. While its im- 
mediate effect would apply only to 
the Air Force the measure, which 
provides permissive authority -to 
force out majors and lieutenant 
colonels (commanders and cap- 
tains) before the 26- and 30-year 
points, would have long-range im- 
plications for the Army and Navy. 

Here is the outlook on other key 
items: 


TRAILERS: Defense is ready to 
send to Congress a message sup- 
porting Rep. James G. Polk’s bill 
(HR 901) to raise trailer allowances 
from 20 to 34 cents a mile. 

Budget Bureau has not yet given 
its okay. If the Budget Bureau ap- 
proves the measure is likely to get 
a warmer reception on Capitol Hill 
than in past years. In the past 
both Defense and Congressional 
lerders have turned down trailer 
rate increases because they did not 
want to encourage service families 
to live in trailers, 


SUGGESTION AWARDS: De. 
fense has always opposed sugges- 
tion awards for service people in 
the past but now it has approved a 
bill that is awaiting Budget Bureau 
clearance. There is no known op- 


several Congressmen have tried for 
years to get servicemen the same 
cash awards as are given to civil 
service personnel. 


ENLISTED RETIREMENT: 
Budget Bureau is reported to have 
given its okay to Defense’s proposal 
supporting a bill to let enlisted men 
retire in the highest grade held in 
any service. A relatively few are 
affected, the cost is not great and 
Congress is likely to give its okay 
if the Administration asks for it. 


RETIRE-D PAY EQUALIZA- 
TION—Chances are almost nil that 
the so-called retired pay equaliza- 
tion bill can get hearings by 1 Feb- 
ruary, as Defensé proposed recently 
when indicating its support for the 
bill, The bill would let those re- 
tired before June 1, 1958, compute 
their pay on the latest pay scales. 
Defense will submit a report. to 
Congress soon showing the total 
cost of the measure over the entire 
life of the bill would be $537.5 mil- 
lion. This is higher than the orig- 
inal estimate of slightly over $40C 
million that was given last year. 

DUAL COMPENSATION: The 
report of the Hebert subcommittee, 
that probed retired officer influence 
last year, is expected to be ready 
around 15 January. It may recom- 
mend some modification of the dual 
compensation limitations which 
prevent retired officers from tak- 
ing government jobs. 


RESERVES: The Reserve Offi- 
cer Personnel Act amendments 
might be the first order of business 
before a Senate subcommittee fol- 
lowing the posture briefings. Hear- 
ings on this and the reserve term 
retention contract bill, both passed 
by the House last year, have been 
promised by Senate committee boss 
Sen. Richard Russell. 

JUSTICE CODE: The revisions 
of the Military Justice Code are 
not scheduled for hearings yet and 
may be shunted aside for lack of 
time. 

SCHOOLS: A senate Education 
and Labor subcommittee is due to 
hold detailed hearings on the laws 
providing federal aid for building 
anid operating schools in areas 
heavily populated by federal peo- 
ple. President Eisenhower wants 
the aid reduced. He is not likely

Purdue Math Program 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Purdue 
University is in the fourth year 
of a double-barreled educational 
program designed to ease the 
shortage of college teachers and, 
at the same time, open new ca- 
reers for retired armed forces 
personnel. 

A class of 20 men, 18 of them 
retired from the Army and Navy, 
is now at Purdue, refreshing 
mathematical backgrounds and 
learning modern mathematics. 
Not only do they find areas, vol- 
umes, centroids, ete. by calculus, 
but they are also being introduced 
to point set theory, fields, limits 
and other phases of modern ad- 
vanced mathematics. 

A topic of prime importance {fs 
the teaching of calculus, for the

THE PROGRAM consists of an 
eight-week review session devoted 


to a thorough review of algebra, 
trigonometry and analytical geom- 
etry. This is followed by two 
semesters and a summer session 
which include work in caticulus, 
advanced calculus, differential 
equations, real and complex vari- 
ables, advanced algebra, advanced 
geometry, statistics, teaching meth- 
ods and psychology. 

Those completing the program 
and fulfilling the requirements of 
the Graduate School receive the 
master of science degree. 

Students complete the pro- 
gram in a little more than a 
year, 4 period shorter than that 
normally required for a master’s 
degree, for those who are not 
recent graduates. 

Forty-three persons were grad- 
uated in the first three classes. 
Most of them are now teaching. 

Two others who completed a ma- 
jor. part of the program are also 
teaching. It is expected that two 
more membefs of the second and 
third classes will receive their de- 
grees. 
” 

THE PROGRAM is not easy. 
It deals with several fields of 
mathematics in considerable depth, 
and the main emphasis is on sub- 
ject matter rather than teaching 
technique. 

Those concerned with adminis- 
tration and teaching in the pfo- 
gram have been well pleased. The 
assumption that many retired of- 
ficers would make good mathe- 
matics teachers seems to have 
been borne out. 

Many placement opportunities 
exist, since qualified teachers are 
in great demand. Those start- 
ing their teaching last Septem- 
ber did so at an average salary 
of $5600 for the academic year

STUTTGART, Germany.—Racing overland to keep up 
with Army Aviation takes a lot of speed—and mobility is the 
keynote of Seventh Army pilots’ best friends, soldiers of the 
16th Aviation Operating Detachment. 


The only Army outfit of its kind 
overseas, the 16th AOD has the 
mission of getting Army planes in 
the air, keeping tabs on them in 
flight and then bringing them in 
for a “touchdown” — flyers’ jargon 
for a safe landing. 

With “An Eye to the Sky,” the 
16th’s technicians have to do their 
jobs in all kinds of weather and on 
fields ranging from cow pastures 
to permanent airstrips. In the eight 
months the unit has been a part of 
Seventh Army, its men, in one 
place or another, have had to han- 
dle every conceivable phase of air- 
field operation—from serving cof- 
fee to bringing in a lost pilot in a 
heavy fog. 

Running this highly mobile, 
widely scattered detachment is 
Capt. Kenneth C. Stanley, 31-year- 
old ex-Marine sergeant and a rated 
Army aviator, who helped organ- 
ize the 16th and has commanded it 
since it was activated 8 August 
1958, at Fort Bragg. ; 

Stanley has built up the outfit 
from its original 44-man comple- 
ment capable of running a .single 
airfield to nearly double that size 
to handle the added role of operat- 
ing control towers all over Seventh 
Army. 

To staff control tqwers and bad 
weather guides (radio, radar) at 
permanent installations in Ille- 
sheim, Kitzingen, Grafenwohr and 
Hanau, as well as furnish tower op- 
erators for a sprinkling of other 
airfields in South Germany, the 
16th had to draw on the 5th (U.S. 
Army, Europe) AOD, which it re- 
placed, for additional men. 

The headquarters section and base 
team, located on the north (Ger- 
man) side of Stuttgart’s Echterdin- 
gen airport has “no control tower

Dogs Furnish 
Guard Relief 
At Nike Sites 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colorado. 
—Man’s best friend may be his 
dog, but men assigned to Nike- 
Hercules missile sites of the United 
States Army Air Defense Com- 
mand think that both the dog and 
his master are nice to have around. 
Sentry dogs are relieving the mis- 
silemen of extra guard duty. 

The Army has approved an in- 
crease of personnel for Military 
Police Security Guard detachments 
at each Nike-Hercules battery site. 
This month an additional nine MPs 
for each battery will begin arriv- 
ing at the missile units. Each will 
then have 13 MPs. 

Already there are approximately 
300 sentry dogs, each with an MP 
Security Guard to serve as handler, 
at Nike-Hercules sites throughout 
the nation. 

Before the sentry dog teams 
came along, men assigned to Nike 
sites regularly pulled guard duty 
in addition to assigned duties at 
their missile stations. Some relief 
came with the assignment, during 
the last year, of four sentry dogs 
and four handlers to each of the 
Nike sites converted from Ajax to 
Hercules. 

There are sentry dog teams in 
training now for the five new city 
defenses scheduled to receive Nike- 
Hercules units. These are St. Louis, 
Minneapolis-St. Paul, Kansas City, 
Cincinnati, and Dallas-Fort Worth.

The 16th, for example, runs the 
operations office and, in coordina- 
tion with German tower operators, 
dispatches flights. Working along- 
side German civilians, it provides 
all fuel for Army planes and main- 
tains a crash-rescue team around 
the clock. 

“If we were not situated on a 
primarily civilian airfield, ‘we 
would operate the tower and GCA 
(ground control approach—radar, 
radio) here, too,” Stanley said. 

However, enjoying the relative 
comforts of permanent bases isn’t 
the 16th’s basic function. On alerts 
it moves fast to a designated loca- 
tion and sets up shop; during field 
problems, the base team actually 
runs a fifth complete airfield. 

“In a tactical situation,” claimed 
Ist Lt. Edward H. Miler, a flight 
operations center officer and a 
rated pilot, “we can set up a com- 
plete airfield, with navigational 
aids and control elements, and be 
operational within an hour after 
we find a suitable field.” 


TO DO this, the 16th turns to 
wheels, keeping everything except 
the landing strip in easy-to-move 
vans and trailers—and, it’s all air 
transportable! Two full-size vans 
house mobile operations and flight 
operations center (FOC) facilities: 
just open the back doors and the 
operations van is ready to go; hook 
up a portable generator to the FOC 
van and it’s in business. 

Radar antennas, folded in small 
trailers, needs only to be unfolded 
and hooked up with their sets to 
become operational. Small, port- 
able aluminum towers, which in 
a pinch—and by use of built-in 
hydraulic jacks—can be loaded by 
one man on the back of a standard 
Army “deuce and a half” truck, 
operate right from the truck. All 
other items of equipment are kept 
just as mobile.

Large Mass of Troops, Families 
Get Ample Support at Augsburg 


AUGSBURG, Germany — Serv- 
icing one of the largest troop con- 
centrations in Europe are 19 offi- 
cers and 72 enlisted men, too small 
to form a company but capable of 
maintaining the many and varied 
functions and operations of Augs- 
burg Post. 

The primary mission of this post 
is to provide support to the thou- 
sands of American troops and 1800 
families living in government 
quarters plus an additional 800 
families residing on the local econ- 
omy. 

The post quartermaster provides 
services which not only cover 
Augsburg Post area but spread as 
far as Heilbronn, Stuttgart and 
Ludwigsburg in the west and Gar- 
misch and Berchtesgaden in the 
south Its bakery produces 250,000 
pounds of bread per month, sup- 
plying 18 commissaries three times 
a week in the Southern Area Com- 
mand. “Right out of the oven” the 
bread is delivered to 1600 Ameri- 
can families in Augsburg. 

Some 3300 authorized commis- 
sary patrons are spending about 
$140,000 monthly at the Augs- 
burg Commissary. 

Well-known to the 1800 families 
here who live in government quar- 
ters is SFC Robert H. Thompson, 
since August, NCOIC of QM de 
pendent furnishings, a_ section 
which supports all household fur- 
nishings as far as the issue, re- 
placement and maintenance is con- 
cerned, 


Also serving thousands of 
troops and dependents is the QM 
laundry under .the supervision of 
Lyle Bewley, a DA civilian. The 
laundry’s daily output is over 1000 
bundles. 

The post engineer section is 
headed by Maj. Raymond W. 
Demski who,. together with .one 
officer, 16 enlisted men and 574 
German employees, administers 
the complex engineer program. 

The Special Services Section un- 
der Capt. Arthur R. Brink offers 
a variety program to suit every- 
body’s taste. In addition to the 
three Service Clubs in the area 
there are four craft shops, three 
photo labs, five motion picture 
theaters,” five libraries, four gym- 
nasiums, three bowling alleys, 
three tennis courts and over 30 
sports fields in the different kas- 


ernes. The Augspurg Community 
Theater is open to all talents in 
the area. 3 
Augsburg Post also houses two 
American schools. In the Augs- 
burg Elementary and High School 


American students are offered an 
education that is comparable to 
the highest standard of public 
schooling in the States. Some 1419 
students are presently attending 
first through eighth grade and 272 
go to the kindergarten classes. 
Sixty teachers and 4 Kindergarten 
teachers form the Elementary 
School faculty. The Augsburg 
American High School has 243 
students and 17 teachers. 

In rendering support to the many 
hundreds of American families 
Col. Francis H. Patrick, Augsburg 
Post CO, has found an active sup- 
port in the American families 
themselves. “Do It Yourself” 
painters are eager to paint their 
own quarters after advice, guid- 
ance and supervision Is given by 
the post engineers. 

* THERE ARE over 1300 sets of 
quarters in the Augsburg area that 
meet. the DA criteria for repaint- 
ing. With only 10 regular German 
apartment painters on the payroll 
about 240 sets can be painted dur- 
ing Fiscal Year 1960, leaving 1060 
sets to be painted over the next 
five or six years. 

In addition to his primary assign- 
ment in Germany the post com- 
mander has the task of coordinat- 
ing the many German-American 


problems that arise in the post 
area of oyer 5000 square miles in 
which 1% million Germans reside. 
While working out. these problems 
Col. Patrick’s efforts are directed 
in seeking out amicable solutions 
to further the fine relationship be- 
tween the German end the Ameri- 
can populace. Invaluable in this 
respect is the good cooperation be- 
tween the Augsburg Post provost 
marshal section and the local city 
and land police. 

Dr. Max Utz, Augsburg City 
Police Commissioner, ~has com- 
mented on many occasions of the 
assistance received from local US 
military police forces and has 
stressed ‘the good relations of the 
two law enforcing agencies.

Between. 1950 and 1960, Amer- 
icans were on the go, with one 
out of five changing homes every 
year. The population of several 
States—including California, Flor- 
ida, Arizona, and Nevada — in- 
creased more than 30 percent, the

City-dwellers flocked to sub- 
urbia, where they lighted seeming- 
ly eternal flames in the cookout’s 
charcoal grill. Having more leisure 
time and money, Americans visited 
beaches and national parks in 
growing numbers. The motel came 
into its own. Everyday travel by 
plane lost its novelty, and holidays 
abroad became commonplace. 

Television antennae stippled the 
American skyline. The “TV west- 
ern” and “TV dinner” were stand- 
ard fare.

The 1950’s were a noisy decade.

‘Noonday TV Schoolhouse’ 
Is Release From Tedium 


FORT GORDON, Ga. — Each 
schoolday, at noon, many of the 
instructors at the Southeastern Sig- 
nal School gather in front of a TV 
receiver to follow an educational 
program intended to enrich their 
backgrounds and possibly lead to 
eollege credit. These iron-willed 
individualists have a common de- 
nominator: “the unquenchable urge 
to learn.” 

Since 1952 when the Chief Signal 
Officer ordered the installation of 
TV facilities at the school for the 
experimental application of tele- 
vision for military instruction, 
training and orientation purposes, 
the use of this new in-service train- 
ing device has increased to the ex- 
tent that, beginning with the first 
of the year, it will have its satura- 
tion point. 

The development of educational 
courses to be given during the 
lunch hour is in response to re- 
quests by school instructors for top- 
level instruction to improve and 
enrich their backgrounds. 

As an.experiment, a course in 
psychology has been telecast for 
some time every Wednesday from 
12:30 tol p.m. Beginning with the 
first week in January, two addi- 
tional courses were offered at the 
game hour. Beginning French, a 
live presentation by Lt. Col. Hamil- 
ton T. Crowell, is set for Monday 
and Thursdays, with German Pro- 
nunciation on Tuesdays and Fri- 
days. This course in German pro- 
nunciation is recorded on eight 15- 
minute kinescope recordings made 
at the Signal Corps Pictorial Center 
by a civilian native German in- 
atructor. Two recordings are played 
each scheduled day and the cycle 
repeated after the eight recordings 
have been telecast. 

The Beginning French course 
will supplement as fast as possible 
the course to be presented by the 
Army Education Center every Mon- 
day and Thursday evening from 7 
to 9 p.m. 

s 

A COMMITTEE has been ap- 
pointed by the assistant command- 
ant of the School, Col. Robert R. 
Creighton, to evaluate and select 


additional courses of instruction of 
value to the School faculty. 

Col. Creighton feels that econ- 
omy of time and effort is possible 
through this noonday teaching pro- 
gram and encourages all instructors 
to participate in these courses, 

- Col. Crowell has found that he 
can cover in 30 minutes on TV 
what would take 50 minutes in 
a classroom. “The thorough prep- 
aration possible on TV enables 
me to go right to the essentials,” 
he says. 

To discover to what extent 
“Noonday TV Schoolhouse” will 
upgrade and enrich an instructor’s 
background, Col. Creighton has re- 
quested that a survey be conducted 
by interviews with the course chiefs 
and instructors. 

These noonday courses afford an 
opportunity for instructors to get 
a brief respite from the routine 
tedium of technical instruction. 
Quoting Einstein: “Most of us must 
spend our lives in humdrum affairs. 
A few lucky ones can spend it 
studying the beauties of the uni- 
verse,” 

It could be that these courses 
may give a little taste of that 
pleasure at noontime.

WASHINGTON—The Army will hold “All-Army” team 
tryout camps in five sports this year, and there is a possi- 
bility that two other sports may be added later. 


A DA circular detailing the pro- 
gram was being processed this 
week as Army Times went to press 


~|and may be published and on its 


way to the field by the time this 
is read. 

The tryout camps definitely set, 
along with tentative dates: 

Basketball—Presidio of San Fran- 
cisco, 18 January—18 March (al- 
though “the major squad cuts will 
probably be made in February), 

Boxing—Fort Bragg, N.C., 1 
March—15 April. 

Track and Field—Fort Meade, 
Md., 11 April—27 May. 

Tennis — Fort Leavenworth, 
Kans., 11 July—10 August. 

' Golf—Fort Ord, Calif., 19-23 Sep- 
tember. 

Tryout camps in wrestling as 
well as swimming and diving may 
be set up if there are enough 
candidates to warrant doing so. 
Otherwise, the selection of Army 
candidates for Olympic trials in 
wrestling, swimming and diving, 
will be determined by the US. 
Olympic Committee (i.e. those in 
the Army known to the Committee) 
and by the DA Sports Branch, 
AGO. This is the way it worked 
in baseball last year in regard to 
the Pan-American Games. 

Commands have already been 
asked to recommend their best 
basketball players for the basket- 
ball trials at Presidio which begin 
this month. 

Hal Fischer will again be head 
coach at the Army basketball train- 
ing camp. In recent years Fischer 
has coached Sixth Army champion- 
ship teams at Presidio. He former- 
ly starred for the University of 
Nevada and the 1949 AAU cham- 
pions, the Oakland Bittners. 

Head coaches in the other sports 
have not been determined yet, al- 
though it is known that several 
prominent college coaches have 
been contacted in regard to the 
positions. 

THE ARMY will host only one 
inter-service tournament this year, 
golf at Fort Ord, Calif., 19-23 Sep- 
tember. 

Other Inter-Service tournaments: 

Boxing, hosted by the Marines 
at Quantico, Va., 27-29 April. 


Track and Field, hosted by the 
Marines, at Camp Lejeune, N.C., 
10-11 June. 

Tennis, hosted by the Air Force, 
at the Army and Navy Country 
Club, Arlington, Va. (near the 
Pentagon). 

The inter - service basketball 
championship is expected to be 
determined by the National AAU 
tournament at Denver, Colo., 21-26 
March. If one of the service teams 
goes further in the tournament than 
the others and is clearly the best 
of the service teams, that team will 
be named inter-service champions. 
If none of the service teams is 
plainly the best, the plan now is 
to hold an inter-service champion- 
ship at Lowry AFB in Denver.

THE AIR FORCE, Navy, and Ma- 
rines—in contrast to the Army— 
will hold All-Air Force, All-Navy 
and All-Marine open tournaments, 
rather than tryout camps to deter- 
mine its top athletes, and perhaps 
more important, top teams.

Sky Diving Gains 
In Popularity 


By LARRY BENEDICT 


FORT BENNING, Ga. — “The greatest thrill a guy’ll 
ever have”, is the way members of Benning’s Sport Para- 
chute Club describe a mile of free-fall before opening their 


parachutes in one of America’s 
fastest growing new sports. 

No supermen, the 50 members 
of the local club, including two 
women, are representative of any 
other group of American men and 
women in good physical condition 
and in the same age group. 

They have just one thing that 
marks them as a daring degree 
different from the fellow next door, 
at the next desk or in the next 
rifle squad—they all like “sky div- 
ing,” which is falling through thin 
air for 30 seconds without support. 

Called “controlled fall,” sky div- 
ing is manipulation of the body and 
later, the parachute, in order to 
hit a desired spot on the ground: 
By controlling the direction of fall, 
drops can be made from high al- 
titude without wide distribution 
of jumpers or extended delay in 
reaching the ground. 

” 

THE SKY DIVERS control their 
fall by holding a position some- 
what like a swallow in flight. SFC 
David L. Clark explained: “Feet and 
legs are extended and held rigid, 
arms are thrown out and back like 
wings, back arched and head back.” 
_ The jumper falls approximately 
5000 feet, or one mile, during his 
30 seconds of free-fall. The swallow 
like position allows him to glide 
slightly in the direction needed to 
hit his spot on the zround, accord. 
ing to club officers. Further di- 
rectional steering can be accom- 
plished after the parachute opens, 
by pulling down.on the suspension 
lines in the direction the jumper 
wants to move. 

Sport parachute, or sky div- 
ing, clubs are now found in every 
state with the possible exception 
of Alaska. There are more than 
10 clubs at American military in- 
stallations throughout the world. 

Sky diving has recently come into 
fits own as a military maneuver of 
value, as well as a sport. Members 
of the 10lst Airborne Division at 
Fort Campbell, Ky., used the pio- 
neer equipment sport parachutists 
use, and the identical technique 
with the addition of black para- 
chutes, for a night attack problem. 
* Many experts feel the tactic will 
find an important place in future 
training. 

* 

THE FT. BENNING CLUB was 
first formed 1 October 1958, ‘but it 
was in June of this year that it 
really got underway and rapidly 
increased to its present strength. 

“About 90 percent of our mem- 
bers are airborne qualified,” SFC 
Edgar Burkhalter says, “although 
it- isn’t necessary.” 

Burkhalter explained that all the 
club is interested in is that a pro- 
spective member really wants to 
jump, and is willing to observe 
the safety rules and regulations 
and take proper care of equipment. 

Setting the pace for the ex- 
pansion of the club have been 
its first three jumpers, Ist Lt.

Their “little different” choice 
has earned them some doubtful 
looks from fellow members of their 
company. 

Florence has three jumps be- 
hind her, and said, “I’m more 
than ever set on my first goal of 
25 jumps.” Asked when she was 
most afraid, she answered, “On 
my last jump. We made two in 
the same day. and the wind 
picked up after the first one, 
so the second time I landed too 
close to a concrete swimming 
pool,” 

She explained that although the 
jump area is large, there is one 
obstacle, the pool, and the only 
danger of coming near it is when 
there’s a high wind and the jumper 
doesn’t control the fall properly. 

Mary Ann, who has made four 
jumps: doesn’t think other WACs 
in the company will join the club. 

“Some of them say they might, 
but I don’t think they'll even get 
as far as in the plane,” she said.

The first, or “B” license, repre- 
sents a minimum of five hours of 
ground training and at least 25 
jumps, One of these jumps must be 
a 30-second delayed fall. 

Next in line, the “C” license 
requires 75 jumps with at least 20 
of them coniaining 30-second de- 
lays. Club directors report that 
from the latest information avail- 
able to them, there are approxi- 
mately 156 holders of the “C” li- 
censes in the nation. 

Finally there is the instructor 
license, held by a mere handful 
of pioneers in sport parachuting 
which is awarded after at least 
200 jumps, together with evi-+ 
dence of ability to instruct 
others. 

To judge the 30 seconds delay 
in qualifying jumps, and to avoid 
falling below the minimum eleva- 
tion er safety (1200 feet), fol- 
lowers of the’ sport carry both an 
altimeter and a stop watch with 
them as a part of their equipment. 


MEMBERSHIP in the Fort Ben- 


ning Sport Parachute Club is ob-}- 


tained through payment of a mem- 
bership fee of $40. This guarantees 
five hours of ground instruction 
and 15 jumps, and can be paid over 
a two-month period. Theredfter, 
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dues of $5 a month are payable. 
Those who pay the $40 initial fee 
and then leave the club because 
of military orders or other reasons 
are returned a prorated portion of 
the fee based on the number of 
jumps completed out of the 15 
guaranteed.

The Soviets are the Pentathlon 
champs. Teams are 3-man and the 
‘Russians have whupped us two 
years hand-running. Lt. Col. John 
Russell, officer-in-charge of our de- 
tachment, is working the team on 
an accelerated training regime 
aimed at bringing our fellows to 
a peak of form by mid-year—and 
the Olympics—which may see the 
title fetched back to these shones. 

Russell, top ranking eques 
trian, winner of the Olympic Trials 
of ’52, who doubles in brass as of- 
ficer-in-charge as well as riding 
coach, says: 

“We are looking for new timber.

Following the gun-pointing in- 
terlude the tiring athletes must 
then face up to the most punishing 
of all the events in the Pentathlon, 
the 3500 meter run. The coach is 
MSgt. Dick Ellis, a former Pentath- 
lete who stacked up the highe 
aggregate score ever tallied, a 
who now pushes his charges to the 
limit in this killing cross-country 
grind.

ported charities are unworthy. 
None of your money will be 
wasted if you give intelligently — 
if you know the cause you are sup- 
porting. 

But be wary of slick promot- 
ers who reap fortunes through 

a thousand and one schemes. 
They hurt the donor, the philan- 
thropy and those who need aid. 

The victims dre not always the 
affluent contributors. The white 
collar wage earners and those in 
low income brackets are also de- 
ceived by “charity racketeers.” 

The deceivers have not and do 
pot hesitate to impersonate prom- 
inent citizens to achieve their aims. 
Frauds and’ imposition are prac- 
ticed by some dishonest promoters 
to take advantage of the American 
people, who are often generous to 
the point of gullibility.

Existing military shipping fa- 
cilities and materials handling 
euipment are sufficient for the 
tests. 
Delivery of the prototypes to the 
Army is planned for 15 January, at 
the Highway Trailer Company's 
Hazleton, Pa., plant. The Army is 
leasing the containers from the 
company on a $l-a-year basis for 
the test. 


Army Air 
Lead Seen 
By 1970 


WASHINGTON. — The Director 
of Army Aviation fecently told a 
group in Washington that it is 
“entirely possible that by 1970 the 
Army may be operating the largest 
fleet of manned aircraft in the free 
world.” 

While the aircraft fleets of the 
Air Force and Navy currently are 
far larger than the Army’s, Brig. 
Gen. Clifton: F. von Kann said that 
with missiles becoming more im- 
portant in .other services they 
place less emphasis on manned air- 
craft. 

Gen. Von Kann, speaking to 
an Aeronautical Society symposium 
on Army aviation contract services, 
said that the Army’s need for more 
aircraft is based on its require- 
ments for mobility. 

The Army now has about 5500 
aircraft of 15 different types, he 
said. After the meeting the gen- 
eral disclosed that the Army will 
train nearly 1500 fixed wing and 
rotary wing pilots this year. 

“We cannot double the man- 
power of the Army, but we can 
more than double the potential use 
of this manpower through air mo- 
bility,” the Army aviation director 
told the symposium,

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Sales Boost 


New Cars 
Seen 


GUBSTANTIAL improvement in 

new-car buying will accompany 
an advance in total business activ- 
ity to new highs in 1960.~New-car 
retail sales for the year should 
reach the 7,000,000 level if econom- 
ie conditions and credit availability 
are favorable throughout the year, 
a Ford official predicted. 

The 7,000,000. potential assumes 
that part of ihe sales lost in the 
1958 business recession will be re- 
gained in 1960. Economic recovery 
in 1959 restored car-buying nearly 
to formal, but there was no make- 
up of this loss. Further advances 
in general business in 1960 could 
boost new ca: sales to a level at 
least 10 percent above normal. 

The economy will advance sharply 
to new highs in the first half of 
1960—provid there is no ex- 
tended major Work stoppage. This 
upswing will be generated by a 
high rate of build-up in business 
inventories, coupled with increased 
consumer buying of autos and busi- 
ness spending for plants and equip- 
ment. 

Increases in employment and in- 
comes generated in this manner 
will build even more demand for 
goods an dservices throughout the 
economy. Eariy in the year, gross 
national product undoubtedly will 
surpass ‘the $500,000,000,000 annual 
rate for the first time, said George 
P. Hitchings, Ford economist. 

It will take about six months of 
heavy production in steel and autos 
to rebuild stocks of durable goods. 
Thereafter, the rate of inventory 
accumulation will probably ‘be at 
a slower pace, he continued. 

Auto dealers, for example, must 
be stocked quickly in the first four 
months of the year to be ready for 
the spring market. Adequate levels 
of steel inventories cannot be built 
in six months, but the rate of ac- 
cumulation is likely to slow down 
before the end of the year. 

At least partially offsetting this 
loss of production for inventory 
purposes in the last half of 1960 
will be increased buying elsewhere 
in. the economy. Potential offsets 
include: (1) business spending for 
new plants and equipment, (2) for-

Reserve to Try New Plan 
In Aviation Unit Training 


WASHINGTON—The Army Re-' 


serve will make more use of com- 
mercial, National Guard and active 
Army traiming facilities and equip- 
ment in the near future to train 
its aviation units, Pentagon sources 
said this week. 

The new policy, part of the “One 
Army” team idea, calls for the 
Army Reserve to organize as many 
new aviation units as possible near 
companies with airstrips, and then 
get the firms to donate use of their 
facilities fer training. 

Army Reserve officials said much 
of the planned recruiting will be 
geared to filling out the units with 
personnel from the firms whose 
airstrip facilities the units are 


using. : 
The pregram also calls for the 


establishment of a fulltime main- 
tenance technician corps in the 
Army Reserve to keep that com- 
ponent’s aviation equipment in tip- 
top shape. . 

The big problem in> getting the 
aviation technician set-up working, 
such as now established in the Na- 
tional Geard, will be to secure Ad- 
ministration approval for the funds 
and employee spaces needed. 

Army officials would like to have 
a requirement that technicians be 
military members of the units they 
serve as civilians. However, Civil 
Service Commission approval has 
been withheld so far and chances 


appear dim that this provision will | 


be endorsed. 

The Army Guard has some 18,000 
fulltime technicians, including both 
clerical and “blue collar” workers.

the goals of the Fort Meade 


Fish and Game Club. 

Founded in 1952, the small 
group of outdoors enthusiasts has 
constantly worked to improve fish 
and game habitat in an effort 
to bring more sport for hunters 
and fishermen at Meade. 

The club now has a membership 


of over 600 sportsmen that is 


undertaking various conservation 


projects both on and off post. 

One project is the periodic 
release of quail and pheasant on 
the reservation. The club has 
planted nearly 200 acres of food 
patches to aid im feeding the game 
and holding it om the land. 

This spring the club plans to 
raise the Hun partridge, to add 
to the variety of game that the 
hunter will have to choose from 
when he goes afield. 

The club also operates a duck 
blind at Deale, Md., on Cheaspeake 
Bay, for club members, and sup- 
plies decoys and boats for their 
use. 

FOR THE ANGLERS, the club 
has been stocking rainbow trout 
in the Patuxent River and Sol- 
dier’s Lake. Plans are under way 
to rehabilitate all still water on 
the post, and restock the lakes 
with bass and panfish. 

The Fish and Game Club also 
maintains fishing boats on Soldier's 
Lake, and off post they have boats 
for use at Tridelphia Lake and 
Rocky Gerge Reserveir. Two ocean- 
going fishing craft are kept on the 
Bay for membera who like salt 
water fishing. 


The club is not content with pro- 


viding conservation and recreation 
for the post. A vital part of its 
operations is educatien in various 
outdoor skills. 


Courses in small beat handling 
are given at the chub, sponsored 
by the Coast Guard Auxiliary, 
Flotilla 6, from Annapolis. 

Instruction in gun safety is 
given at the Service Club before 
the opening of every hunting 
season, and club members are in- 
formed regularly of the conditions 
of game habitat, and how they can 
improve and conserve game hunt- 
ing by their own actions. Special 
classes on the do’s and don’ts of 
deer hunting were given to mem- 
bers who went to Camp A. P. Hill 
for a deer hunt in December. 


The club is open for member- 
ship to all military personnel, post 
civilian employees, and _ their 
dependents. President of the club 
is Lt. Col. Frank A. Sadowski; 
Col. Gilbert J. Check is vice presi- 
dent, and Sgt. Richard LaRue is 
secretary-treasurer.

NEW YORK, NY. — Retail merchants near military 
sites are overly concerned ‘with the “phantom of exchange 
compétition:” They should call off their attacks on the ex- 
change system and on the 20 percent fraction of the service- 
man’s dollar spent in exchanges, and concentrate on the 80 
percent available for spending in the local community. 


These were the high points in 
this week’s address by Maj. Gen. 
Harlan C. Parks to the 
Retail Association Executives con- 
vention at the Statler-Hilton hotel 
here. Parks, who will retire from 
the Air Force this year, is chief 
of the Army-AF Exchange Service. 

Over 3000 merchants attended 
the meetings. 

Parks vigorously defended the 
present exchange system. 

Wofld-wide Army-AF exchange 
sales totaled $850 million last fiscal 
year, a figure exchange critics 
cite. Parks explained that $465 
million of the figure represented 
business overseas, sales which do 
not draw fire from U-S. retailers. 
Futhermore, ZI exchange services 
and food sales account for another 
$99 million leaving $286 million in 
ZI retail sales. 
* 

HE NOTED, in addition, that 
much of this business could not be 
captured by retailers, even if all 
the exchanges closed. This is be- 
cause of the. scores of exchange 
outlets in remote areas: too small 
to support a commercial store. 

He also pictured the exchange 
as vitally important to servicemen 
from a convenience standpoint, as 
essential in a military community. 
Welfare funds are another bene- 
fit of the exchange’ system, Parks 
declared. 

He then told the retailers that 
much of “their criticism of ex- 
changes has been based on Tack of 
information or misinformation. 

Retailers have been directing 
their major efforts “toward seek- 
ing more of the 20 percent fraction 
of the serviceman’s dollar and av- 
pear to have largely ignored the 
other 80 percent,” he said. 

In another example of how 
retailers “are leoking in the 
wrong direction,” he compared 
the dollar transactions of de- 
partment stores with exchanges. 
“The average exchange sales 
transaction is 73 cents,” he said, 
“whereas your department 
store average sales transaction 
figure .. . is 5,15"

Top Rank

WASHINGTON. — The Defense 
Department has told Congress it 
favors a bill to allow men t0«re- 
tire in the highest grade held in 
any service. 

At present, a man can only re- 
tire in the highest grade satis- 
factorily held in the service from 
which he retires. 

The Budget Bureau said that in 
the case of highest temporary grade 
held: there’ should be a uniform 
requirement of it least six months 
service. The Army and Air Force 
now require six months service in 
the temporary grade for retire- 
ment but the Navy doesn’t. 

This could have far-reaching 
significance for naval and Marine 
officers. Hearings on the bill 
might bring a movement to equal- 
ize the requirement for all retirees. 

Defense stated its position in 
answer to a request for its opinion 
on a bill introduced by Rep. Wil- 
liam S. Mailliard (R., Calif.). It 
proposed a substitute bill which 
would include a forgiveness sec-, 
tion for a group of Air Force men. 
They are’ men who had served 
previously in the Army and were

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Army to Begin Promoting 
Captains From New List 


WASHINGTON — Temporary 
promotions to the grade of captain 
from the “new” Army Promotion 
List (APL) recommended list in 
Circular 624-64 will start 28 Janu- 
ary, it was reported this week as 
the “old” list was being exhausted. 

This was good news for the 2869 
first lieutenants on the “new” APL. 
Because along with that word came 
a-prediction that the list in 624-64 
will be used up “around October 
of this year.” 

It was emphasized that the Octo- 
ber date for exhausting the “new” 
list was an estimate. However, con- 
sidering the present rate of pro- 
motion flow, if was believed to be 
fairly accurate. 


That the Army was going to start 
promoting from the “new” APL 
recommended list became evident 
when those promoted to captain in 
SO 4 included those first lieuten- 
ants through sequence number 3031 
on the old APL in Circular 624-43 
dated 27 January 1959. There are 
only 3085 on the old APL. 

The Circular containirig the 
“new” APL is dated 19 August 1959. 

Meanwhile, it waz learned that 
a new board to consider first lieu- 
tenants for temporary promotion 
to captain would meet some time 
in May. This is to assure that when 
the “new” APL is exHausted there 
Aon be another list waiting and no 

erruption in promotion flow.

WASHINGTON. — The Comp- 
troller General has suggested that 
the services take a new look at 
their rules for “recouping” reup

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Germane Cites 
Many Complaints 


From Servicemen

WASHINGTON — The top 
Department of Defense 
(DOD) transportation official 
said this week that he would 
recommend that the effective 
date for a new policy on move- 
ment of uncrated household 
goods of military families be 
delayed from 8 March to 1 
July. 

Dr. Gayton Germane, director 
of transportation policy for DOD, 
made the Statement at a noisy open 
meeting at the Pentagon on the 
new directive which would give 
the military a modified free choice 
of movers on PCS’s. 

Under the new plan, servicemen 
could veto use of a moving firm as- 
signed by a transportation officer 
if that moving company had given 
him unsatisfactory service in the 
past. 

Dr. Germane’s recommendation, 
it was believed, is almost certain 
to be approved by Secretary of De- 
fense Thomas S. Gates Jr. 


So delay in start of the program 
was almost certain.

In making the recommendation 
for delay, DOD officials were bow- 
ing, at least temporarily, to the 
unusually vocal protests of small 
or independent movers who ex- 
pressed fears of being driven out 
of business. 


Dr. Germane apparently hoped 
the delay would give time to pacify 
the “small” movers. 


He earlier had reported at the 
Pentagon meeting that nearly one- 
third of military families surveyed 
reported that they had received 
“flat-out unsatisfactory” service 
from transfer firms in moving their 
houschold goods. 

However, a spokesman for Sen. 
Sam Ervin (D., N.C.) who is 
threatening a congressional in- 
vestigation of DOD policies on 
household goods moves, said that 
the legislator’s office has yet to re- 
ceive a single complaint about 
poor service from a soldier at Fort 
Bragg or a Marine at Camp 
Lejeune, both in North Carolina. 

The Pentagon meeting im- 
mediately became a sounding board 
for congressional demands that the 
new plan be held up or rescinded. 
If not, it was threatened, either 
the small business committees or 
the armed services committees of 
the Congress would hold probes to 
call DOD to account. 

THUS, the DOD action taken 8 
December in an announced drive 
to provide better quality of service 
in moving household goods of the
